A sweeter, truer, more human document 
has never been offered to Harrison Fisher for 
illustration than Frances Foster Perry’s text 
for the Christmas love story, "Their Heart’s 
Desire,” brought out as their leading gift 
book by Dodd, Mead & Company. More 
pleasure, better pleasure than this imagina¬ 
tive, poetic, satisfying little tale of the holi¬ 
day longings of an affectionate boy of seven 
and his devoted father brings, will come to 
very few readers of this season’s offerings. 

A motherless boy is shown at the close of 
a children’s party, guarded by his conscien¬ 
tious, machine-like nurse, incapable of sym¬ 
pathizing with the fun her charge has had, 
but only fearing the consequences of the little 
unaccustomed indulgence in a few sweets.

When, in the opening chapter, Susanna and 
Sue pass down the road to a Shaker settle¬ 
ment one ethereal May afternoon, it is alter 
Susanna, at the end of a day of passionate 
thought, has left her husband and her little 
boy Jack, feeling that duty no longer holds 
her to the home which her husband has 
shattered. 

As a child she spent a day 
in the settlement, and there 
she takes refuge in her 
trouble, weary with the bur¬ 
den of her heart. She finds 
a life full of beauty and se¬ 
renity, and time to gather to¬ 
gether her thoughts and see 
values truly, while Sue, clear 
eyed, jubilant, expectant, un¬ 
afraid, finds much to enliven 
and interest her, even in those 
monotonous surroundings. 

The Shaker life is admir¬ 
ably pictured in its rigid but 
spiritual simplicity. A touch 
of comedy is introduced by 
Ansel, “a slow moving, hu¬ 
morously inclined, easy-going 
Brother, who was drifting 
into the kingdom of heaven 
without any special effort on 
his part”—and a tragic ele¬ 
ment by the lives of Hetty 
and Nathan, who, having 
lived since childhood in the 
Settlement, suddenly awake to 
the consciousness of love, 
and secretly leave to be mar¬ 
ried, burdened with the sense 
of forsaken ideals. 

All this time John Hath¬ 
away, overwhelmed by his 
wife’s unexpected action, not 
knowing where she has gone 
or how she lives, is beginning 
to realize some of the respon¬ 
sibilities of the life he has 
always lived so lightly. His 
sister, Louisa, to whom he has taken Jack, is 
a “rock-ribbed widow of forty-five summers, 
with great deposits of honesty, sincerity, en¬ 
ergy, piety and frugality,” who is much more 
inclined to give her brother “a piece of her 
mind” than to extend him any sympathy. But 
John gives up his old way of living, and in 
loneliness and bitter penance longs for the 
day of Susanna’s return. His pathetic ef¬ 
forts to make the garden she has always 


wished for are in time successful, although 
his sublime ignorance results in various mis¬ 
adventures, as when the space that was to be 
a velvety lawn came up curly lettuce. 

Back in the Shaker settlement Susanna 
weighs the question whether duty permits 
her to join the Shakers definitely, or calls her 
back to her husband. Sue’s guileless, straight¬ 


forward way of looking at things does not 
a little to help the decision which brings the 
two home again, where Susanna, dreading a 
cold greeting and reproaches, finds a penitent 
husband to whom she can say, “Never mind, 
John ! Let’s forget and begin all over again !” 

Houghton Mifflin Co. have given this story 
a charming setting—drawings by N. C. Wyeth 
and tasteful marginal designs by T. B. Hap- 
good supplement the pictures in color.

Again Esther Sin¬ 
gleton lias prepared 
her annual volume 
for the Art Galleries 
of Europe Series, 
and L. C. Page & 
Co. have made the 
work as beautiful as 
“The Art of the 
Vatican.” and others 
that have preceded 
it. 

This is a book 
which no prospec¬ 
tive European trav¬ 
eller can afford to 
neglect, and one 
which would serve 
as a reminder to the 
home-comer of much 
of his visit to that 
marvellous little 
country of art-pro¬ 
ducers, Belgium. 


In the first part of the book a short bio¬ 
graphical sketch is given of the painters, with 
a general survey and criticism of their style 
of work. The latter part of the book takes 
up the galleries, cathedrals or halls wherein 
the most famous pictures hang, and gives an 
excellent descriptive account of each one. 
These narrations may be given full reliance, 
for the author has quoted liberally and se¬ 
lected wdsely from many authentic sources, 
and the reader thus has the benefit of many 
opinions. 

One of the most appealing things about the 
book is the hint of mystery as to the lives of 
the geniuses. Like Shakespeare, they sud¬ 
denly flared into fame and have defied all 
search for the minute details of their early 
life; but even if one cannot trace logically to 
its source the genius of painting, it is some¬ 
thing to stand, even by proxy, and see picture 
after picture presented in the simple words 
of the author with one’s imagination helped 
by illustrations such as are reproduced here. 

While the Protestant Dutch were painting 
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domestic and pastoral scenes, the Roman 
Catholic Flemings were still devoting their 
time to hieratic art. The two brothers, 
Hubert and John Van Eyck, founded the 
school of Bruges and of early Flemish art, 
and their picture, “the most wonderful in 
the world,” the Adoration of the Lamb, is 
described most convincingly. 

As in personal or natural history, the same 
law holds in the development of art—that it 
mounts from age to age upon the past ex¬ 
perience of other masters, adds whatever is 
original in itself, and dies to live again in a 
renewed form in another cycle. 

Such a culmination of Flemish art and the 
resistance of the national character which 
worsted the domineering Italian influence can 
all but be made into a romance. 

Jan Mosaert, last of the Gothic Flemings, 
carried out the old traditions to the middle 
of the sixteenth century. In his great talent 
he combined the nature-love of John Van 
Eyck, the rich stuffs of Memling with his 


gold and gems, and the detail of Bouts 
with the strong coloring and gravity of all 
three. 

Lombard followed, who marked a distinct 
epoch in the history of painting, Italian in¬ 
fluence hindering native development. He 
publicly taught in the school he opened after 
he had been blinded by the glories of Renais- 
sant Italy, that Italy was the country of the 
ideal. And there he ultimately went, leaving 
his own country. 

Rubens, that virile master, re-established 
Flemish art without imitation. The painters 
then began to believe that details should be 
subordinate to the whole, and the great law 
of unity must be adhered to, so the old care 
for detail with the Italian unity became the 
goal once more. Thus Flemish qualities were 
united with the important Italian ideal and 
Belgian art mounted high. 

Frans Hals, Teniers, Van Dyck, Terberg 
and countless others offer varied opportunities 
for wonder and interest.

New Orleans, 
even to-day 
when our utili¬

Except in the bustling 
business section or on the river front, it does 
not seem impossible that some of George W. 
Cable’s spirited Creole gallants and beautiful 
maidens in dainty short-waisted frocks may 


at any moment saunter down the streets and 
one may hear their deliciously drawled 
French English. Charles Scribner’s Sons 
are the publishers of Mr. Cable’s “Posson 
Jone” and “Pere Raphael” in most attrac¬ 
tive form for the Christmas season. These 
two stories appeared in Scribner's Magazine 
separated by quite an interval of time. Pos¬ 
son Jone’, as the author explains in his intro¬ 
duction, had a hard time getting into print, 
and it was only after many knocks at editorial 
doors that he was admitted and allowed to 
make his bow before the public. Several 

years later he once more came forth, this time 
in the collection of short stories “Old Creole 
Days,” ard now Mr. Cable has brought Pere 
Raphael and the Posson together in one 

volume. Posson Jone’ had come to New 
Orleans to collect money for Smyrna church, 
in West Florida. He was a most earnest, 
single-minded man, whose very simplicity was 
a safeguard, even while it tempted the un- 
* regenerate to annex the 

money he unwisely talked 

about and displayed. Jules St. 
A.nge had quarrelled with his 
father because of his debts, 
which he made no attempt to 
pay. This being the unforgiv¬ 
able sin in old Judge St. Ange’s 
eyes, he refused to allow- his 
son to pay court to his ward, 
Florestine, until all the debts 
were wiped out, turning him 
out of the house, the young 
man declaring that when he 
was betrothed to the girl, then 
and not ’til then, would he 
even “commance” to pay. It 
is at this fateful moment that 
Posson Jone’ with his five 
hundred dollars collected for 
Smyrna church appears, and 
is delivered into the hands of 
the philistines by what Jules 
calls a “specious providence.” 
The Posson refuses to bet, 
play cards, or drink, but by 
giving him lemonade with 
some kind of liquor in it he 
is at last made most terribly 
intoxicated, and then they find 
that his money is all lost or 
stolen. Colossus, his black 
servant, is suspected and a 
search for him is begun.

Lieutenant Shackleton’s Antarctic voy¬ 
age, 1907-1909, came to an end last spring, 
and the news flashed from London that 
Ernest II. Shackleton and his party had 
reached the South Magnetic Pole and had 
come almost in sight of the South Pole

created a sensation in all parts of the civilized 
world. 

And Lieutenanl Shackleton scarcely landed 
from the expedition of great hardships—the 
last thirty-six hours were spent entirely with¬ 
out food—immediately set to work to write his 
own narrative of the successful and eventful 
expedition, and J. B. Lippincott Company 
bring out his great book in this country. 

The lasting achievements of the expedition 
to the South Pole can only be understood by 
scientists, but Shackleton writes in exceed¬ 
ingly picturesque manner, marked with the 
enthusiasm and perfect simplicity of the real 
discoverer, and many of his facts are inter¬ 
esting to a large class of readers who cannot 
grasp them scientifically. All want to know 
that a point within hi miles of the South 
Pole w r as reached; that the South Magnetic 
Pole w as discovered and reached; that there 
is no such thing as polar calms, but that the 
nearer you get to the pole the more violent 
are the air currents; they w : ant to hear of 
the ascension of Mount Erebus, 13,210 feet 
high, a volcano in full action, surrounded by 
Antarctic ice; of the finding of coal deposits, 
proving the Antarctic region w^as at one time 
covered by tropical forests, and of the con¬ 
firmation of the already accepted belief that 
ige South Pole lies on a high plateau instead 
# in an open polar sea. 

Ten appendices are devoted to the scientific 
side of the epoch-making w r ork, and scientists 
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will eagerly study the notes on eruptions, the 
effect on the summer sun of different varie¬ 
ties of ice and snow; of meteorological op¬ 
tics; the report on the health of the expedi¬ 
tion—for not a single man was lost; and 
many explorers will figure on the estimated 
cost of the British Antarctic Expedition as 
given in the closing appendix. 

Shackleton went much further away from 
human settlements than has ever been done 
by the many in search of the North Pole, and 
he went with the equipment of a great scien¬ 
tist who had chosen his assistants with great 
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circumspection and trained knowledge of their 
special fitness. He has embodied in his in¬ 
dexes much of the work of these assistants, 
with full credit and acknowledgment of in¬ 
debtedness. The introduction is by Hugh 
Robert Mills, and T. W. Edgeworth writes the 
narrative himself of the first journey to the 
South Pole. 

It surely will disturb Cook and Peary not 
a little that Shackleton’s report is already out. 
Perhaps it is well for those who want them 
all that they were not all to be bought in the 
same season.

Think of visiting seven English cities with 
William D. Howells as guide and interpreter! 
The prospect is so full of promise of pleasure 
of most varied kind that the means by which 
such enjoyment can be attained, the beautiful 
gift-book entitled “Seven English Cities,” fur¬ 
nished by Harper & Brothers, is seized with 
greedy haste. We know that Mr. Howells 
will not travel with a Cook’s Tour party and 
see only what others have seen, but that he 
will wander from the first to the seventh city 
as the spirit of true recreation leads him, and 
will direct observation and think aloud as he 
wanders. And under such ideal conditions 
his tried and faithful legions of readers will 
see Liverpool, Manchester, Sheffield, York, 
Doncaster and Durham, Boston and two 
Welsh watering-places. 

As we land in Liverpool Mr. Howells 
remonstrates with Americans to whom Liver¬ 
pool is just a landing place after the storm- 
tossed Atlantic and point of departure to fol¬ 
low out their itinerary. He pleads that Liver¬ 
pool is most worthy to be seen and known, 


and that it is of a singularly noble presence 
and that the great modern metropolis of com¬ 
merce has many fine edifices for other pur¬ 
poses. He reminds us Hawthorne spent dull 
consular years at Liverpool, that Gladstone 
and Felicia Hemans were born there, that 
King John founded a castle there, and that 
Francis Bacon represented Liverpool in Par¬ 
liament. 

In Sheffield, the great metropolis of steel 
and iron, Mr. Howells especially describes the 
knife industry, and tells us of a two thousand- 
bladed penknife, but also points out the un¬ 
usual abundance of history of this town, 
where “the poor, brilliant, baddish Scotch 
queen was imprisoned fourteen years by her 
brilliant, baddish English cousin,” a captive 
guest of the Earl and Countess of Shrews¬ 
bury. And then we have “Nine Days’ Won¬ 
der in York,” with beautiful description of 
York Minster begun in the seventh century, 
which still shows “the mellowed splendors of 
its matchless windows.” Here the great Con¬ 
stantine became a Christian and also was 
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chosen Emperor. Mr. Howells lingers lov¬ 
ingly over the religious and political history 
of York, and one is truly astounded to think 
how many events of history actually took 
place under Saxon, Roman, Norman and 
Dane in this one little city. 

The Doncaster races lured Mr. Howells to 
that city, where “nothing remarkable has hap¬ 
pened in two thousand years” except the 
races, which *began three hundred years ago. 
And to these races came King Edward vn., 
whom Mr. Howells for six months had been 
most anxious to see, and whom he describes 
with appreciation and candor in a very inter¬ 
esting chapter. 

And so we are taken to Boston, the 
“Mother of the American Athens,” and to the 
pretty Welsh towns with poetry and music, 
customs and manners all their own, and 
watering-places with the great advantage over 
American watering-places that “there are al¬ 
ways men enough to go round.” And now when 
we have finished travelling comes the most de¬ 
lightful part of this delightful book, for Mr. 
Howells, who now knows we can be trusted, 
talks to us most confidentially and gives us 
“Glimpses of English Character” and almost 
parallel glimpses of American character. He 


does not flatter, “nor sets down naught in 
malice.” The English Church, what it means 
in England and how totally different a thing 
it stands for than the Episcopal Church and 
its hierarchy in America is discussed with 
insight. “The English Church,” explains Mr. 
Howells, is a part of the whole of English 
life, as the army or the navy is; in English 
crowds the national priest is not so frequent 
as the national soldier, but he is of as marked 
a quality, and as distinct from the civil world, 
in uniform, bearing and aspect; in the cathe¬ 
dral towns he and his like form a sort of 
spiritual garrison. 

The English language, English public man¬ 
ners and decorum, English charities and the 
great unchanging English loyalty to English 
conditions are all passed in review, and we 
learn to think with respect and reverence of 
our English mother as quietly sure of herself 
in any spot of her beautiful land as she has 
been shown us in “Seven English Cities.” 
The Walrus and the Carpenter walked to¬ 
gether in Conway, for there “Through the 
Looking Glass” was written; and Guy 
Fawkes often saw York from the river. 

The Harpers have made a finely illustrated 
book of this exceptionally interesting material.

Then there is the Gainsborough¬ 
like maiden, who probably knows perfectly well 
what a charming picture she makes, but is none 
the less bewitching for her dainty affectation, and 
the laughing one in a gingham sunbonnet, who 
depends upon no charm of plumes and satin to draw 
you to her. And one of them is holding a skein of red 
worsted, which Cupid is busily winding into a heart- 
shaped ball—what havoc she would cause, with her 
long lashes and confident smile! The verses—for each 
picture is accompanied by a page or two of verse, some 
of them old friends, surrounded by a colored border of 
roses, hearts, spider webs and arrows—tell just what a 
pretty rogue she is, and how unsafe it is to come within 
her reach. The favorite rondeau “In Teacup Times” 
is illustrated by a lady of poise and self-possession—but 
indeed they all have that!—who would no doubt 
“make a charming shepherdess,” but is certainly as

her modern dress J as she drinks her after¬ 
noon tea and looks at you steadily from be¬ 
neath her fur hat.

This Christmas “French Cathedrals” comes 
to us from the Century Company as the result 
of twenty years’ loving labor on the part of 
Joseph Pennell and Elizabeth Robins Pennell. 
The book is uniform with “English Cathe¬

traveller, the architect, but especially to the 
gentle reader. Plere will he find a magic that 
makes these crumbling relics of the Middle 
Ages alive and warm, each one vivid with its 
individual personality, almost like human 
friends. 

The tourist who speeds through the cathe¬ 
dral’s vaulted aisles, a Baedeker in one hand 
and a time-table in the other, may have a bow¬ 
ing acquaintance with them, but to linger for 
two decades under their majestic portals, to 
study each marvel of carved stone work, to 
sketch their fretted pinnacles, to wonder at the 
technical excellence of the execution, or the 
constructive daring—to come again and again 
and yet again—this is to know cathedrals. 
And this is what the gentle reader may have 
without stirring from his armchair; con¬ 
densed, compact, illuminated; twenty years in 
a single afternoon. 

Of the excellence of Joseph Pennell’s work 
nothing need be said; his drawings, which 
are familiar to all in the magazine pages, have 
long established his claim as an artist who 
can make pictures of buildings which do not 
look like architects’ plans; pictures which, 
though exact to the smallest detail, escape 
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the hard, uncompromising verity of the photo¬ 
graph and catch that truest truth of the 
building, the soul of the builder. 

Beginning chronologically with the cities of 
sunny Provence, Avignon, Arles, St. Gilles, 
the itinerary continues through Perigueux, 
Angouleme and Poitiers in the old kingdom 
of Aquitaine, to Caen in the far north, to 
Clermont-Ferrand, Issoir, and Le Puy in 
Auvergne, to Toulouse in Languedoc. Then 
follow the great Gothic churches, and the 
journey from Albi to Paris, from Bourges to 
Beauvais, from Chartres and Le Mans to Laon 
and Rheimes, from Amiens to Rouen—in 
short, over the whole of France with the ex¬ 


ception of Brittany, Touraine and French 
Flanders. 

Hemmed in by the modern shops and 
dwellings, which nestle under their very 
walks, surrounded by the busy street, the 
market, the whole twentieth century in short, 
these mediaeval monuments/of human labor and 
faith stand to-day, defying alike the hand of 
time and the still more ruthless hand of the 
restorer. Even to hear of them is to love 
them, and the reader puts down the book, 
when at length he does put it down, with a 
new interest in life, and a new object, namely, 
to go to France, and see all these wonders 
for himself.

The success of Mary Caroline Crawford’s 
“St. Botolph’s Town,” which appeared last 
year, has encouraged Little, Brown & Co. to 
bring out this year “Old Boston Days and 
Ways,” by the same author. Taking up the 
Etory of the sturdy little town where the 
former volume dropped it, at the end of the 
Colonial period, the author carries it on 
through the stirring days of the Revolution 
and the more peaceful ones succeeding to the 
time when Boston “blossomed into a munici¬ 
pality and indulged in a mayor and aider- 
men.” 

Like its predecessor, the book is personal 
rather than technical, and though the his¬ 
torical facts are not slighted, the human in¬ 
terest is ever present. We read, for instance, 
from a letter written home to England in the 
pre-Revolutionary days a quotation that gives 
our ideas of the Puritan mothers a rude 
shock, and makes us feel that the complaint 
against the modern woman is not new. It reads: 
“The ladies here visit, drink tea, and indulge 
every little bit of gentility to the height of 
the mode, and neglect the affairs of their 
families with as good a grace as the finest 
ladies in London.” Yet at the same time the 
Sunday laws were so strict that “if two or 
three people who meet one another in the 


street by accident, stand talking together, if 
they do not disperse immediately on the first 
notice, they are liable to a fine and imprison¬ 
ment.” 

But these humdrum days soon vanished, 
more stirring times were at hand, and faster 
and faster events were flung red-hot from 
the forge of History. The growing feeling of 
irritation against the mother country at length 
found vent in the sacking of the house of 
Thomas Hutchinson, the Lieutenant Governor 
of Massachusetts, for his supposed advocacy 
of the hated Stamp Act, which riot was made 
the pretext for the landing of British troops, 
a proceeding which further inflamed the over¬ 
heated blood of the townspeople. On each 
other’s heels followed the Boston massacre, 
the organization of “Committees of Corre¬ 
spondence” and the attempt on the part of 
Great Britain to force her tea upon the Col¬ 
onies. “It was supposed that the Americans 
would, of course, buy the tea that they could 
get most cheaply. Not yet had it been borne 
in upon the stupid ministers of the king that 
those men in America were contending for a 
principle, not looking for a bargain in gro¬ 
ceries.” How this resulted in the Boston tea 
party, and the punitive closing of the port of 
Boston, is well known to the reader, but it 
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is doubtful if he will have the heart to skip the 
author’s fascinating account of these events. 
With both sides fully roused the war ap¬ 
proached in hot haste, yet amid contemporary 
newspaper accounts of the storing of arms 
and the organization of defensive committees 
we read the advertisement of Thomas Turner, 
a dancing master, for more pupils, and the 
Arcadian appeal of a Boston gentleman for 
the return of his “long new blue Bath coat¬ 
ing Surtout which has a velvet collar of the 
same colour, which has been exchanged, at a 
concert, for a Surtout, which, though blue, is 
short and old.” 

A personal touch is given to the account 
of the great war by many extracts from let¬ 
ters and diaries—the Battle of Lexington is 
described by an eyewitness, Paul Revere’s 
ride and his subsequent peaceful career as 
engraver and seller of caricatures, and Bunker 
Hill’s glorious defeat are told at length, to¬ 
gether with the more gentle Iriumphs of 
Copley, Boston’s revered artist. The history¬ 
making deeds of Samuel Adams and John 
Hancock are interspersed with accounts of 
the exploits of Dr. John Jeffries, the eigh¬ 
teenth century aeronaut, who was the first 
American to cross the English Channel in a 
balloon, and with the story of the beginnings 
of literature and music in Boston. Through 
it all comes the rumble of the distant war, 
till at length peace was proclaimed and the 
joy of the Bostonians knew no bounds. 

The final chapter is devoted to the early 
Boston theatres and their stars, and, leaving 
the citizens to the well-earned enjoyment of 
the performances of John Howard Payne,

“Inland Waterways” takes up this impor¬ 
tant factor in our commercial prosperity in 
a new volume in the series of American 
Waterways published by G. P. Putnam’s Sons, 
of which “The Columbia River” is one. It is 
written by Herbert Quick, a journalist in 
Washington, D. C., where he could obtain the 
most authentic material for his special work. 

No one can afford to neglect this interest¬ 
ing compilation, for no one should be content 
to remain in ignorance as to the romance and 
strategy underlying trade, not only in our 
own land, but in our relations with other 
countries as well. 

Mr. Quick believes, and many statesmen 
and prominent citizens agree with him, that 
we too soon went railway-mad after our first 
attempts at canalization were completed, and 
that we have neglected this most important 
resource ever since, to the detriment of our 
national wealth. 

Warfare exists in everything, and the vic¬ 
tors, as a people, are those who possess the 
most productive soil. The strong hold the 
weak in subjection, if not by muscle, then by 
trade. How are we to be victors when we 


fail to fulfill one of the three definitions 
which Bacon applied as necessary to a “great” 
nation—“the easy conveyance for men and 
commodities from one place to another?” 

France has spent $750,000,000 for harbors 
and waterways, and is now planning to ex¬ 
pend $100,000,000 more; Belgium has spent 
$80,000,000; Germany, $60,000,000 in canals 
alone; Austria-Hungary, $200,000,000; and 
four cities of England $400,000,000, while the 
United States is beaten four to fifteen, con¬ 
sidering her size, she having invested but 
$500,000,000. 

To speak of the St. Lawrence, and the 
Canadian supremacy there, leaves us with 
but one important waterway to be considered, 
that of the Mississippi and its branches. 
These peerless highways for ships would 
bring all but sixteen of our forty-six States 
into direct communication through the Mis¬ 
sissippi with the Gulf of Mexico and the 
ocean. 

This river and the Missouri are to be con¬ 
sidered as problems, not from the want but 
from the waste of their water. The important 
work for engineers is to do less puttering 
with banks and channels and more controlling 
by head-waters. 

Mr. Quick says that we are under impera- 
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tive necessity of investing $5,000,000,000 in 
highways. This has been conceded by our 
statesmen. The commercialization of the Mis¬ 
sissippi and her sister-iiver would cost but a 
small amount in proportion, $100,000,000, 
which would give free way to all ships.

To “sit in mine inn and take mine ease” 
was, apparently, the desire of most Lon¬ 
doners of the sixteenth, seventeenth and 
eighteenth centuries. Indeed so numerous 
were these establishments, and their imme¬ 
diate successors, the coffee-houses, that one 
suspects that the masculine portion of the 
inhabitants eschewed home life altogether in 
in order to support them. In Henry C. 
Shelley’s “Inns and Taverns of Old Lon¬ 
don,” published by L. C. Page & Co., we 
have an account of many of these famous 
houses of call with which so much of the 
political, social and literary life of England 
was entwined. What visions of gay gentle¬ 
men, sparkling wits, grave scholars, and les¬ 
ser gentry on the edge of respectability, and 
others not even on the edge, the names of 
these old resorts conjure up! To begin with 
Southwark, as our author does, we find many 
records of old inns, for this was the high¬ 
road from the southern counties and the Con¬ 
tinent to the capital. Here stood the Tabard 
from which Chaucer’s pilgrims set forth on 
their famous journey to Canterbury. The 
old building has suffered the fate of most 
of these relics of the past, and we have only 
a rather commonplace modern representative 
in its place. The Bear at the head of London 
Bridge, where the wits and gallants of the 
court of Charles i. and the Restoration were 
wont to meet, and Samuel Pepys, who cer¬ 
tainly knew his London inns, went frequently, 
was in this part of the city. East of St. 
Paul’s was the Boar’s Head in Eastcheap, 


sacred to the memory of Falstaff, and the 
meeting place for hard drinkers and practical 
jokers. The Cock, the Ship and the Turtle, 
the Mitre, the Mermaid, and a host of others 
are all familiar to lovers of Jonson, Defoe, 
Goldsmith, Johnson and the ubiquitous Pepys. 
The Black Bull in Bishopgate Street was the 
end of the Cambridge carrier’s route. It was 
here that the carrier, Thomas Hobson, grown 
so prosperous as to be able to dictate his own 
terms, used to oblige his patrons to take the 
horse he indicated or go without. This was 
the origin of our saying “Hobson’s choice.” It 
is impossible to think of London’s historic 
inns without immediately having the Cheshire 
Cheese in mind. This is one of the few build¬ 
ings that is really old, most of the other 
taverns, if they still preserve the name and 
site of the original house, are at best only 
reproductions of the ancient building. The 
genuinely old eating-room, in a corner of 
which Dr. Johnson had his favorite seat, is 
still to be seen. His picture hangs here with 
an inscription in his honor. From the coffee¬ 
houses have arisen the modern club, but they 
are no longer to be found answering to the 
type that existed in such numbers during the 
last forty years of the seventeenth century. 
Pasqua Rosee in 1652 was probably the first 
to open a house for the sale of the new 
Turkish drink. Pamphleteers took up their 
venom-tipped pens both for and against the 
beverage. The king enjoyed the excise from 
the “outlandish” drink, but iri spite of this he 
issued a proclamation for the suppression of 
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the coffee-houses, which he cancelled almost 
ere the ink was dry. The different houses 
were patronized by various classes of people, 
those interested in the same pursuits nat¬ 
urally frequenting the same place. Thus from 
Lloyd coffee-house, the meeting-place of the 
shipbrokers, in Lombard Street, originated 
the great marine insurance house. Ben¬ 
jamin Franklin used to visit St. Paul’s 
coffee-house, the resort of the clergy, where 
he made the acquaintance of Dr. Richard 
Price, the dissenting divine. At Batson’s 
the medical men assembled, while the Chap¬ 
ter coffee-house in Paul's Alley was the re¬ 
sort of the booksellers. It was at the Chapter 
that the Conger, a club of booksellers, were 
wont to hold their meetings, and it was here 
they decided to employ Dr. Johnson to write 
his “Lives of the English Poets.” Poor young 
Chatterton came here seeking employment, 
and Charlotte and Anne Bronte stayed here 
when they came up to London to see their 
publishers. After devoting the greater part 
of his book to the inns, taverns and coffee¬ 
houses, Mr. Shelley next takes up the old 
clubs and gardens.

For conscience sake the Pilgrim Fathers 
gave up their homes in England, their kindred 
and the friends of a lifetime and settled in 
Holland, that they might worship their God 
according to their interpretation of the Gos¬ 
pels. For conscience sake, twelve years later, 
they deliberately separated themselves from 
the past of their race and emigrated to Amer¬ 
ica in order to devote all their energies to 
carrying out their ideals, hoping that in a 
new country their own form of worship would 
be firmly established and the world would be 
benefited. This impetus of religion was be¬ 
hind everything they did. Their faith, piety 
and confident trust in a superintending Prov¬ 
idence made them the types of men they were.

and they were the real founders of our great 
Republic. 

Charles Stedman Hanks has once more 
written the history of the Plymouth Colony, 
and its relation to those stirring events in 
our country’s earliest history is given with 
the impressive detail that is, however, devoid 
of pedantry, and in a style that is simple, 
forceful and convincing, and Dana Estes & Co. 
have brought out his fine study of those 
Plymouth days in an extra illustrated work, 
with many double-tone plates and a most use¬ 
ful index. It is astonishing to think that hith¬ 
erto the author has been known by his “Hints 
to Golfers” and his “Camp Kits and Camp 
Life.” but he shows the same enthusiasm he 
displayed in describing sports, and he makes 
his story of the religious upheavals that fol¬ 
lowed the Protestant Reformation, the awak¬ 
ening of the conscience of the people and 
their flight to an unknown land of freedom 
from Church and State vividly interesting. 
He minutely explains the difference of doc¬ 
trine in the four sects who for centuries had 
allowed others to do their thinking: the 
Catholics or adherents to the great Church 
of Rome now repudiated by Henry vm. for his 
own far-reaching plans of political aggran¬ 
dizement; the Anglicans or Conformists, who 
believed in the newly-established Church of 
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England; the Puritans or Non-Conformists, 
who differed from the Anglicans in not be¬ 
lieving in the spiritual rites and observances 
of the Church of England, and the Inde¬ 
pendents or Separatists, who refused to sanc¬ 
tion the founding of a national church on the 
ground that it was contrary to the Word of 
■God. All the Protestant sects were originally 
Puritans, whom nothing but the strongest 
convictions of duty would have impelled to 
break with the national church. 

And this sense of duty and of personal re¬ 
sponsibility supported the Plymouth Fore¬ 
fathers under circumstances before which al¬ 
most any other power of resistance of mind 
or body must have failed. We all have read 
of their bitter encounters with a new, dis¬ 
tressing climate, with Indians, with hunger 
and with the disastrous differences of judg¬ 
ment and opinion that could not fail to arise 
between spirits of such marked individuality; 
but this faithful chronicle brings home to us 
just what these settlers on the bare Massa¬ 
chusetts coast endured year by year from 
their landing in 1620 to 1776, when Plymouth 
refused to be the slave of any nation. 

Never before had a colony like this been 
founded, and during the Colonial days of the 
United States there was no colony which did 
not acknowledge the difference between its

own settlement and that of Plymouth, which 
in the eyes of the whole world was regarded 
with a certain reverence. This was because 
these Pilgrims who came in the “Mayflower” 
were a band of religious exiles with none of 
that restless spirit of the adventurer or that 
desire for wealth which had thrilled so many 
other colonists. In their pursuit of religious 
freedom they established civil liberty, and 
meaning only to found a church, gave birth 
to a nation, and in settling a town began the 
Republic that their children to the third and 
fourth generation have spread from the rocky 
New England coast to the shores of the 
Pacific Ocean.

What a pity that the brothers Jacob 
and William Grimm could not have sat down 
some evening after their exhausting labors 
for bibliography and archaeology, for German 
patriotism and political reform, and have en¬ 
joyed the last and best satisfaction of mor¬ 
tals—to be wholly understood ! They knew 


could they have held in their own hands as 
their very own possession the gorgeous book 
that Doubleday, Page & Company have made 
this Christmas season of “Grimm’s Fairy 
Tales,” as interpreted in another art by Ar¬ 
thur Rackham. In every one of these pleas¬ 
ing, moving, exciting, often harrowing stories 
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are embodied the unerring knowledge of right 
and wrong, the sense of duty, obedience and 
personal responsibility, the love of beauty, 
goodness and truth, and the realization of 
eternal justice that makes every sin pay its 
penalty and never forgets to reward as well 
as punish. 

We all know the Grimms’ versions of the 
folk-lore of the world, and this luxurious 
holiday book will make many better ac¬ 
quainted than they yet are with the original 
and peculiar genius of Arthur Rackham.

in Central Asia,” a work in four volumes, 
published between 1899 and 1902, Dr. Hedin 
came to a halt, and now confides to the large 
public he so interested in that great work: 
“Instead of losing myself in conjectures or 
arriving at confused results owing to lack of 
material, I would rather see with my own 
eves the unknown districts in the midst of 
Northern Tibet, and, above all, visit the ex¬ 
tensive areas of entirely unexplored country 
which stretches to the north of the upper 
Brahmaputra and has not been traversed by 
Europeans or Indian pundits. This much was 
a priori certain that this region presented the 
grandest prob¬ 
lems which re¬ 
mained still un¬ 
solved in the 
physical geog¬ 
raphy of Asia.” 

To fill the 
blanks in the 
map of Tibet 
and put the riv¬ 
ers, lakes and 
settlements i n 
the great region 
still marked 
“Unexpl o r e d” 
on the British 
map of the re¬ 
gion was the 
object of Dr. 

Hedin’s latest 
journey. The 
inhabitants o f 
Tibet, the very 
oldest land of 
the Buddhists, 
had recently 
been at war 
with the Eng¬ 
lish of India 
which lies just 
south of them, 
the other side 
of the Hima¬ 
laya, and on 
both sides the 
two govern¬ 
ments had for¬ 
bidden any com¬ 
munication. Af¬ 
ter many delays 


the English finally did not see Dr. Hedin start 
with his horses, camels, goats, mules, pro¬ 
visions and expert caravan leaders through 
one of the fastnesses and tunnels that were 
to lead him first to the carefully guarded city 
of Lhassa, where all Europeans are forbidden, 
and later to take him far, far beyond where 
white man’s foot had never trod. 

Macmillan & Co. are the fortunate publish¬ 
ers to get the chance to put these discoveries 
before the people. They publish Dr. Sven 
Hedin’s latest book in two volumes, with 
eight colored plates and about 400 illustra¬ 
tions. At last Dr. Hedin has forced his way 
into Lhassa, into the forbidden, sacred capital 
of Buddhism, but he has gone far, far be¬ 
yond, and every government owes him a debt 
for the work he has done for investigation.

The preceding pages describe and illustrate in detail several of the more notable 
holiday books. The following is a descriptive summary, covering the general field, and 
noting the new books and some of the standards of the several publishers, arranged 
in alphabetical order. To them we are indebted for the many illustrations which adorn 
these pages and suggest more fully the books of the year. 


American Tract Society have a great 
supply of books most suitable for Christmas 
offerings. “Through Uganda to Mount El¬ 
gon/’ by J. B. Purvis, with a map and 42 il¬ 
lustrations, describes graphically the country, 
native inhabitants and missionary enterprises 
of this part of Africa, until recently almost 
unknown to Europeans, and giving useful in¬ 
formation for travellers on the cotton, lumber 
and timber industries now being so rapidly 
developed by European enterprise. “A Vir¬ 
ginian Holiday,” by Anna Johnson, (Hope 
Daring,) is a charming tale of vacation days 
in Old Virginia, recounting the renewal of 
friendship ties of antebellum days and con¬ 
taining delightful sketches of old-time South¬ 
ern home-life and hospitality in contrast with 
rush of modern Northern life among the 400, 
and it ends with a picturesque Southern wed¬ 
ding ceremony. A fine gift for those in lonely 
rural neighborhoods, or in lonely sick rooms, 
is “The Cloister Book For Shut-In Wor¬ 
shipers and Pastorless Congregations/’ by 
Dr. David James Burrell, which contains a 


complete order of service for twenty-six 
Sabbaths, so arranged that those who are 
deprived of church privileges may have ap¬ 
propriate prayers. Scripture lessons, hymns 
and a sermon for each Sabbath. The book 
would be of special use in congregations tem¬ 
porarily deprived of pastors, the service being 
so arranged that any church officer or other 
person could follow it. “The Temple Treas¬ 
ury” consists of a carefully arranged selection 
of daily Bible readings from January to De¬ 
cember, printed in two colors and gotten up 
in festive full limp leather, stamped in gold, 
with a dainty book-mark to keep the place 
from day to day; “Father and Child,” by Mrs. 
John Crosby Brown, is a careful compilation, 
topically arranged, of Scripture passages, rep¬ 
resenting the varied appeals of the human 
heart to the divine Father in time of difficulty, 
distress or suffering, a very helpful little book 
tastefully gotten up; and “The Atonement,” 
by Dr. James Stalker, a striking and scholar¬ 
ly presentation of this great theme, a fitting 
companion volume to the author’s “Life of 
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Christ” and “Life of St. Paul ” A book many 
will be interested in, whether they are be¬ 
lievers in the popular cult or not, is “The 
Mask of Christian Science,” by Dr. Francis 
Edward Marsten, giving a scholarly history 
of the rise and growth of Christian Science 
and an exhaustive study of the personal life 
of the head of the sect and “Mother” of the

David Graham Phillips’s “The Hungry 
Heart,” a melodramatic story of a young wife, 
hungry of heart, neglected by her husband, 
who is wholly absorbed in discovering a chem¬ 
ical substitute fer coal, and brings in the dis¬ 
turbing element to get at the needed capital 


His Times,” by the Rt. Hon. Sir Horace 
Rumbold, who was for many years British 
Ambassador to the Emperor of Austria, and 
furnishes a very important contribution to the 
history of Europe; and “Army Letters from 
an Officer’s Wife,” by Mrs. Frances M. A. 
Roe, an excellent record of the daily, event¬ 
ful life in an army station in the far West 
some thirty years ago. Those interested in 
travel may be made happy with “The New 
North,” by Miss Agnes Deans Cameron, who 
writes of her voyage down the Mackenzie 
River in the.summer of 1908, a region in many 
parts of which no white woman had ever be¬ 
fore been, nor, indeed, many white men, and 
which Miss Cameron found rich in natural 
products and full of interesting information 
about the Esquimaux, which she has given 
her readers in very delightful shape. Who 
does not love Louisa Alcott and want to 
know all about the woman who created the 
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“Little Women” beloved by two generations? 
Belle Moses has written the biography of 
“Louisa May Alcott” and dedicated it to her 
mother, who was just such a “Marmee” as 
“The Little Women” had. 

A. C. Armstrong & Son are bringing out 
a superb holiday book under the title of 
“Lotus Buds/’ for which Amy Carmichael, 
author of “Things as They Are,” has pre¬ 
pared the text that explains about the forty- 
nine wonderful photogravures of children of 
India of which the missionaries took pictures 
during their sojourn in the lands where the 
little beauties lived. Thus far we have only 
seen one, but that gives promise of a very 
remarkable illustrated work which cannot 
fail to be one of the most celebrated mis¬ 
sionary books of recent - years. Only 250 
copies are published, and these are printed 
on special paper and gotten out in luxurious 
style. Of distinct Christmas origin is “His 
Birthday: a Christmas Sketch,” by Amy Le 
Fevre, whose “Probable Sons” has already 
entered its 72d thousand, a little gem of a 


story about a little girl to whom every 
word of “Mother’s Book” was true, and who 
brought her father, a wise man, and a shep¬ 
herd, to church, where they had not been for 
years, and gave a little box of shells to the 
collection plate when it was passed—her dear¬ 
est possession. This little English story of 
the Christmas season has four illustrations in 
color and an illuminated cover and has the 
real Christmas touch within and without 
Three great theological books are ready as 
gifts to favorite pastors and teachers: “The 
Ethic of Jesus,” by Dr. James Stalker, treat¬ 
ing of the moral concept of life and its rela¬ 
tion toward Jesus and the world; “Jesus and 
the Gospel,” by Dr. James Denney, of the 
United Free Church College, Glasgow, who 
points out “how Christ testified to His own 
unique place in humanity and claimed as no 
man can claim, to be the Lord and Master of 
men’s lives;” and “Jerusalem,” Dr. George 
Adam Smith’s great work in two volumes, a 
sort of thesaurus of information from the

Thomas Y. Crowell & Company have a 
“Christmasy” collection of artistic gift-books. 
Their new edition of Omar Khayyam’s 
“Rubaiyat” is a production showing unlimited 
labor and skill on the part of the artist, Willy 
Pogany. Not only are there a vast number 
of beautifully colored plates, but the text itself 
and illuminated decorations are the graceful 
work of the artist. A cover of Oriental design 
completes this edition de luxe. For those 
who love weirdly fascinating tales of imagin¬ 
ation “Romantic Legends of Spain,” by Gus¬ 
tavo Becquer, translated by Cornelia F. and 
Katharine Lee Bates, will have an irresistible 
appeal. “Into the Night,” by Frances Nimmo 
Green, is a striking story of mystery and in¬ 
trigue enacted in New Orleans. A charming 
setting, vivid characters and baffling plot make 
this an alluring novel. Thoreau’s “Cape Cod” 
in holiday form, published last year, is now 
given a companion volume in “The Maine 
Woods,” by the same author. The illustra¬ 
tions, from photographs by Clifton Johnson, 
show the forests as they were in the days of 
Thoreau and are still, filled with enchantment. 
The woods themselves, and the words of the 
writer, can never lose their charm. The se¬ 
ries of Wagner dramas, told in verse by 
Oliver Huckel, is increased by the “Walkure,” 
an attractive illustrated volume, made orna¬ 
mental with decorative type. A luxurious 
Christmas book, “Bethlehem to Olivet,” con¬ 
tains reproductions of notable paintings by 
modern artists, illustrating the life of Christ. 
Text comment is by Rev. James Russell 
Miller. “The Christmas Child,” by Hesba 
Stretton, illustrated in color, is a pretty tale, 


with a Welsh setting, with a little girl as the 
heroine. The little baby found in the barn 
one Christmas morning unites an unsympa¬ 
thetic family. “Go Forward,” by J. R. Miller, 
is an appeal for richer spiritual living, which 
shall show itself in active efforts toward truth 
and righteousness. Charles E. Jefferson, pas¬ 
tor of the Broadway Tabernacle, New York, 
with his strength, sincerity and mellow philos¬ 
ophy, is one well fitted to speak the message 
of Christmas. In “Christmas Builders” he 
urges that the kindly spirit of the day be in¬ 
fused through the whole year, and not com¬ 
pressed into so short a space that we go dis¬ 
tracted with the effort to be happy, and lose 
all serenity in the mad rush for shopping. 
A work with a large appeal is Oliver Huckel’s 
“Mental Medicine,” a series of conferences on 
healing without the use of drugs, along lines 
independent of others now in vogue. “Swin¬ 
burne’s Dramas” is edited by Professor 
Beatty, of Wisconsin. Lovers of Scott will 
appreciate “Waverley Synopses,” a quick 
guide to all the plots and characters of Scott’s 
novels. A large number of standard sets are 
offered by this publisher in new bindings of 
several varieties. The “Crowell Sets” are 
well known for their workmanship. George 
Eliot’s works appear in a dainty thin paper 
edition, in eight volumes, with photogravure 
frontispieces. “Longfellow,” “Poetical Quo¬ 
tations” and “Wordsworth” are additions to 
the Thin Paper Poets. The Handy Volume 
Classics are ready in three new editions, as 
are also the sets of Standard Poets. Of little 
booklets, so much in demand at the Christmas 
season, this house has its usual large supply. 
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Additions to the IVhat is Worth While Series 
include "Homespun Religion,” “The Master’s 
Friendships,” “Until the Evening,” “What 
They Did with Themselves” and “Why Grow 
Old?” The Sesame Booklets, Nezu Veronica 
Booklets, Chiszvick Calendars, and Immor¬ 
telles, (a new and most artistic line,) contain 
a large number of titles, including many of 
the most choice bits of prose and poetry in 
our language. T. Y. Crowell & Co. always 
holds its own for artistic bookmaking. 

Dodd, Mead & Company have prepared as 
their gift-book for 1909 Frances Foster 
Perry’s “Their Hearts’ Desire,” illustrated in 
color by Harrison Fisher, which has already 
been fully described in this issue. But they 
have other illustrated gift-books of great 
beauty and interest. “Dutch New York,” by 
Esther Singleton, is certainly timely, and with 
its sixty full-page illustrations of costumes, 
furniture, dwellings and household furniture 
makes a luxurious book; “Old Christmas,” 
Washington Irving’s little classic tale, is il¬ 
lustrated in colors by Cecil Alden, who enters 
truly into the spirit of the hearty-old-fash¬ 
ioned English Christmas of feast and frolic; 
“The Cathedral Cities of Spain,” by W. W. 
Collins; and “Famous Cathedrals Described 
by Great Writers,” edited by Esther Single- 
ton, who does all such work so well, are both 
lavishly illustrated, the former in color; “The 
Color of Paris,” by Lucien Descaves, has ‘60 
full-page illustrations in color; “Beautiful 
Children,” by C. Haldane McFall, has 50 full- 
page illustrations in color and is a collection 


of bewitching charm; “Assisi of St. Francis,” 
by Mrs. Robert Goff, has 60 full-page colored 
pictures of the time and surroundings of the 
great French saint; and there is a very pleas¬ 
ing illustrated volume in which have been 
gathered Hamilton Wright Mabie's “Intro¬ 
ductions to Notable Poems.” Fiction pleases 
the modern reader far more than books of 
any other kind, and fiction of the very best 
quality is provided by this house. In “Trux- 
ton King” George Barr McCutcheon has 
written a new story of Graustark, which has 
been illustrated by Harrison Fisher in colors, 
and cannot be furnished fast enough for the 
steadily increasing demand; “The Title Mar¬ 
ket,” an international romance by Emily Post, 
appeals to American women especially, be¬ 
cause it gives away many secrets of inter¬ 
national marriages and gives a broad picture 
of what a woman gains and loses when she 
leaves her luxurious American home where 
she is queen and meets with constant consid¬ 
eration to take the place prescribed by for¬ 
eign usage to the wife of a foreign aristocrat 
in whatever country;” The Pool of Flame,” by 
Louis Joseph Vance, author of “The Brass 
Bowl,” tells a rousing, thrilling story of 
breathless adventure, full of life, color‘and 
surprises, and introduces pretty, saucy Nora 
as heroine, up to alt madcap pranks, and care¬ 
fully guarded by the fearless, entirely lovable 
Wanderer; “The City of Beautiful Non¬ 
sense,” by E. Temple Thurston, is a story full 
of fine thoughts and of marked literary qual¬ 
ity ; and in “The Island of Regeneration” Cy¬ 
rus Townsend Brady has a plot original to

B. W. Dodge & Company, New York, have 
some most attractive books for the Christmas 
season. “The Players of London,” by Louise 
Beecher Chancellor, is a pretty romance of 
three centuries ago haying Shakespeare him¬ 
self as hero, which is daintily printed with 
page decorations by H. B. Matthews, and 
bound in lavender, white and gold for holiday 
giving. For lovers of horses look up “My 
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(Quest of the Arab Horse,” by Homer Daven¬ 
port, the cartoonist, with whom Arabian 
horses are a hobby, and who, holding permis¬ 
sion from the Sultan to export from Turkey 
nineteen pure-blooded Arabs, made friends 
with the Sheik of Sheiks, was made blood- 
brother to the tribe and secured his score of 
horses of which he now gives the pictures for 
his readers. For prospective country house 
builders there is the “Delineator's Prize $3000 
Houses,” showing plans of the best architects 
staying strictly within the very popular $3000 
limit; for lovers of a love story there is “The 
Canvas Door,” by Mary Farley Sanborn, 
which deals with the theme of the Reincar¬ 
nation, a doctrine so strongly held by the 
theosophists; “The Girl Who Earns Her 
Own Living” is a fund of helpful advice by 
Anne Steese Richardson; Kipling enthusiasts 
will welcome “Abaft the Funnel,” a book of 
his earlier studies never before published; 
and lovers of James Whitcomb Riley will 
eagerly welcome “In Lockerbie Street,” by 
Mabel Potter Daggett, a delightful apprecia¬ 
tion of this very popular poet, illustrated with 
interesting Riley photographs. A clever col¬ 
lection of verse and pictures by Clare Beecher 
Kummer is called “Bible Rimes for the Not 
Too Young*” and it is beautified with illustra¬ 
tions by Oliver Her ford, printed in two 
colors. The manufacture of all the publica¬ 
tions is very dainty. 


Dodge Publishing Company have pro¬ 
duced a masterpiece in “The National Gal¬ 
lery,” edited and with text by Maurice W. 
Brockwell, Paul G. Konody and F. W. Lipp- 
man. The demand for a work placing before 
the public a systematic selection from the 
masterpieces of the National Gallery printed 
in color was apparent, and the present vol¬ 
ume, with its one hundred reproductions in 
color printing, is all that art and labor could 
execute in binding, text and plates. Dainty 
Christmas books from this publisher include 
“A Year Book of Southern Poets” edited by 
Harriet P. Lynch; “Friendship Through the 
Year,” a year book of selections speaking of 
kindliness; “Little Songs for Two,” by Ed¬ 
mund Vance Cooke, with well-designed mar¬ 
ginal decorations in blue and yellow; “Salt 
and Sincerity,” good essays by Arthur L. 
Humphreys; and “Friendship Outstays the 
Hurrying Flight of Time,” a booklet of quo¬ 
tations bound in illuminated white parchment, 
with a frontispiece in color, daintily boxed, 
and suitable for mailing. 

George H. Doran Company, (Hodder & 
Stoughton,) have some gift books that stand 
out as special art works. “The Rubaiyat of 
Omar Khayyam,” with plates in color and 
decorative designs by Edmund Dulac, is con¬ 
sidered the masterpiece of this artist, who is 
now generally acclaimed as a genius of first 
rank. As a colorist he is probably 
unrivalled, and in his decorations 
especially he shows his wealth of 
imagination and his fine poetical 
feeling. The verse of the astron¬ 
omer-poet of Persia furnishes an 
ideal subject for Dulac’s weird 
and exquisite interpretation. His 
pictures are full of mystery and of 
the richest oriental color. Of this 
gorgeous work there is a special 
limited edition, with special proof 
prints, bound in vellum, which few 
can hope to possess, but which all 
should try to see. The same fine 
artist has made the forty plates 
in color which illustrate “The 
Tempest” in the set of Shake¬ 
speare Comedies, for which A. T. 
Quiller-Couch furnishes the intro¬ 
ductions ; Hugh Thomson has 
made the illustrations for “As You 
Like It;” Sir James Linton for 
“The Merchant of Venice,” and 
W. Heath Robinson for “Twelfth 
Night:” and there are editions de 
luxe of all these dramas, but 
Pleath Robinson’s “Twelfth Night” 
and Dulac’s “Tempest” are al¬ 
ready sold and can now only be 
attained at a premium. True 
Christmas gifts are Ralph Con¬ 
nor’s Christmas booklet, “The 
Dawn in Galilee,” a beautifully 
sympathetic story of the Christ in 
the ever-endearing style of the 
author of “The Sky Pilot;” Dr. 
David Smith's “A Legend of Beth¬ 
lehem” shows the author’s deep 
learning, but though treated with 
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utmost reverence it lias 
all the the qualities which 
make for popularity; and 
“Christmas in the Heart” 
comes to cheer with its 
graceful illustrations in 
three colors. Also suit¬ 
able for gifts are The 
Days zuith the Poets , lit¬ 
tle volumes with colored 
illustrations, which now 
include Days with Tenny¬ 
son, Longfellow, Brown¬ 
ing, Burns, Wordsworth 
and Keats. Fiction peo¬ 
ple look to chiefly when 
choosing a book for a 
friend. So sure are the 
publishers of the demand 
for all that Ralph Con¬ 
nor writes that they have 
printed an edition of 125,- 
000 copies of his new 
novel, “The Foreigner,” 
which is again laid in the 
author’s chosen field of 
the Canadian Northwest 
and in the days of “The 
Doctor,” “The Sky Pi¬ 
lot” and “The Prospec¬ 
tor,” but now the char¬ 
acters are taken from the 
foreign settlers, the 
Doukhobours and the 
Galicians, which have 
now settled in Canada in 
colonies. The scheme ad¬ 
mits of very striking sit¬ 
uations and the author 
has a practiced hand. Ar¬ 
nold Bennett, a fine, 
realistic writer who only 
lacks the touch of poetry 
or he would be among 
the greatest, has writ¬ 
ten in “The Old Wives’ 

Tale” a novel of life, 
and Dr. Robertson, of The British Weekly, 
says: “There is no book in fiction of recent 
years that I should rank as equal to it;” its 
popularity is assured, as it has already 
reached the third American edition. A clever, 
stirring novel is “The Compact,” a tale of an 
unrecorded conspiracy in South Africa by 
Ridgwell Cullum; Marian Keith, the author 
of “Treasure Valley: a Tale of the Oro,” is 
doing for Ontario as did Ian Maclaren for 
Scotland, and she shows full measure of his 
wit, pathos and affection; and Wilfred Camp¬ 
bell also has written a romance of upper 
Canada called “A Beautiful Rebel,” laid in 
the days of Brock in 1812, and in his novel 
writing the author shows the grace of an 
essayist and the romance of the poet, and he 
has produced a vivid novel of accurate his¬ 
torical events. The Doran books are well 
made and have the attractive look so valuable 
in shopping time. 

Doubleday, Page & Company have almost 
enough books to “go round” this season. In 
illustrated books, technically known as “gift

books,” and in fiction they are specially strong. 
Their superb edition of “Grimm’s Fairy 
Tales,” with Rackham’s illustrations, has al¬ 
ready been fully described elsewhere. The 
same artist has done his marvellous work as 
creative illustrator in “Undine,” Fouque’s. fa¬ 
mous classic of the water-sprite, which gives 
Rackham’s imagination full sweep; and his 
many illustrations in color and black and 
white make a work of art of the old familiar 
tale, which in the edition de luxe will be 
longed for by every artistic friend.

A. R. Dugmore’s 
expedition to East Africa to hunt with camera 
and rifle makes a book that presents the 
heart of African wild life to the reader viv¬ 
idly and intimately, and its 100 illustrations 
make it all even more vivid and intimate; and 
W. S. Rainsford, so long the great preacher of 
St. George’s Episcopal Church, New York 
City, gives graphic descriptions of the great 
hunting year he spent in Africa, during which 
he walked 4000 miles and took the 100 photo¬ 
graphs that make his book so. festive.

dith Nicholson, author of “The House of a 
Thousand Candles,” is an optimistic novel of 
a young man with all the raw defects and 
splendid possibilities of his native city, Pitts¬ 
burg, and the girl who made a man of him 
and helped him to follow true American 
ideals; “The Girl of Limberlost,” by Gene 
Stratton Porter, is a companion story to 
“Freckles,” and its fragrant spirit of out-of- 
doors makes it worthy to rank with that gem 
of fiction; Irving Bacheller, who gave us 
“Eben Holden,” has written “The Master,” 
which purports to be his own career when he 
was a member of an authors’ club which 
brought many heterogeneous spirits together; 
and “The Southerner,” by Nicholas Worth, is 
a novel full of real history, showing the con¬ 
structive, successful struggle of the Southern 
men since the war between the states. “Ac¬

“The Philosophy of Dancing,” “Mind and 
Work” and “The Efficient Life” Pure fun 
is cheap at any price, and this year you can 
find several books of it with the Doubleday, 
Page & Co. imprint. A superb bit of non¬ 
sense is Ellis Parker Butler’s “A Thin Santa 
Claus,” the story of a “chicken fancier” who 
invades Mrs. Gratz’s chicken coop and un¬ 
wittingly plays Santa Claus by leaving her 
much-needed money; and little comic master¬ 
pieces are Will Irwin’s “Warrior the Un¬ 
tamed,” the story of a circus lion at large; 
George Fitch’s “The Big Strike at Siwash,” a 
laughter provoking foot-ball story; and 
Charles Battell Loomis’s “Little Maude and 
Her Mamma,” now put in book form, with 
many illustrations.

Duffield & Company offer some most al¬ 
luring books to people of artistic and literary 
tastes. “Shakespeare Allusion Book,” in two 
volumes, edited by J. J. Munro, contains, re¬ 
prints of all known references and allusions 
to Shakespeare or his works from 1591 to

“The 
Ruinous Face,” by Maurice Hewlett, is the 
storv of Helen of Troy and the great harm 
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wrought by her intense beauty. Illustrations 
and delicate borders beautify this holiday 
book. Will N. Harben writes again of Geor¬ 
gia in “The Redemption of Kenneth Galt,” a 
story which is a plea for lawful living and 
consideration of the rights of others. The 
heroine of “Trix and Over-the-Moon,” by 
Amelie Rives, is a Southern woman of beau¬ 
tiful character, whose love of horses is not 
shared by her husband and son. Margaret 
Cameron has written a humorous story and 
given a good picture of South America in 
“The Involuntary Chaperon,” which tells of 
a seventeen-year-old girl, her uncle, and the 
chaperon to whose charms the uncle. suc¬ 
cumbs. In “Captain Stormfield’s Visit to 
Heaven” Mark Twain gives in the captain’s 
own words an astonishing account of the uni¬ 
verse. “Where the Laborers are Few” brings 
in some of Margaret Deland’s favorite char¬ 
acters, and introduces the story of a circus 
performer who was ambitions to be a minis¬ 
ter, but was encouraged by Dr. Lavender to 
take up his daily work among his associates.

granddaughter of Sheridan, and her story is 
full of details of the society of her day, illus¬ 
trated with many portraits. It is said Mere¬ 
dith had her in mind when he drew “Diana.” 
I11 history and historical description a most 
welcome book is John Davis’s “Travels of 
Four Years and a Half in the United States 
of America” (1798-1802), edited with intro¬ 
duction by Alfred J. Morrison, of Hampden 
Sidney, first published in 1803 and dedicated 
by permission to Thomas Jefferson. This is 
the only book of the period written by a trav¬ 
eller in the United States the object of which 
is not so much statistical narrative as narra¬ 
tive purely. It is a story of wanderings from 
New York to South Carolina, and as such 
affords a most interesting picture of the 
greater part of the United States at the be¬ 
ginning of the nineteenth century. The au¬ 
thor was a novelist and his book partakes of 
his profession. John Davis knew Aaron 
Burr, Charles Brockden Brown, and many of 
the men of letters of that day. Measured by 
any standard an unusual book of travels. 
Volume 3 of “A Political History of the State 
of New York” (1862-1884) complete the au¬ 
thor’s standard works on the subject, which 
covers the Civil War, Reconstruction and 
the rise and fall of the Tweed and canal rings. 
Vital figures in its pages include Horatio 
Seymour, Dean Richmond, Thurlow Weed, 
Horace Greeley, Reuben E. Fenton, Samuel 
J. Tilden, Roscoe Conklin and Grover Cleve¬ 
land, with whose great victory the book 
closes. The author, now* a member of Con¬ 
gress, has been prominent in State and Na¬ 
tional politics for many 
years. The Holts are al¬ 
ways strong in fiction. 
“The Demagog,” by Wil¬ 
liam R. Hereford, is a 
timely political newspa¬ 
per story of w’hich the 
hero is the owner of a 
chain of great daily news¬ 
papers aspiring to the 
presidency; “The Infa¬

B. W. Huebsch, New York 
City, the publisher of “The 
Marvellous Year,” to his keen 
regret is pledged to withhold 
the name of the writer of the 
fourteen essays on the great 
dead whose centennials have 
been celebrated in 1909. The 
author does not hold rank in 
the world of letters; a differ¬ 
ent calling claims him, and he 
does not think it would add to 
the value of his estimates of 
these great dead were his name 
and occupation given to the 
public. He has brought out the 
inner meaning of the lives of 
Chopin, Mendelssohn, Haydn, 
Lincoln, Poe, Gladstone, Ten¬ 
nyson, Oliver Wendell Holmes, 
Frances Anne Kemble, John¬ 
son, Fitzgerald, Gogol, Darwin 
and John Calvin. A very able 
introduction by Edwin Mark¬ 
ham introduces his very satis¬ 
factory work, and Gertrude 
Huebsch, sister of the publish¬ 
er, has made artistic drawings 
for the fine literary and ethical 
work. The publisher has put 
specially good work into fiction. 
Hermann Sudermann’s many 
dramas and novels may be re¬ 
garded as merely preliminary 
studies for “The Song of 
Songs” (Das Hohe Lied), 
translated by Thomas Seltzer. 
It is the story of a beautiful girl animated by 
high ideals and beset by temptations on every 
side. Lilly suggests, remotely, Daudet’s Sappho 
and Dumas’ Camille in a nobler embodiment. 
Alone in the world, loving and sympathetic 
by disposition, she encounters successively 
sordid poverty, wealth and libertinism, false 
love, dazzling bohemianism, perfect bliss, then 
commonplace Philistinism. “The Dragnet,” 
by Evelyn S. Barnett, is a closely-knit, excit¬ 
ing detective story, with an almost insolvable 
murder mystery. Besides the interest which 
attaches to the story and its characters, there 
is the further attraction of a well-drawn pic¬ 
ture of competition in American business 
life. The author is literary editor of the 
Louisville Courier-Journal. Also good for

Many people may be made last¬ 
ingly happy by Franklin Matthews’ “With 
the Battle Fleet,” the description of the mem¬ 
orable voyage of the U. S. Atlantic Fleet 
from Hampton Roads to San Francisco; and 
his. “Back to Hampton Roads,” telling of the 
visits to China, Hawaii, the Philippines, Aus¬ 
tralia and New Zealand, completing the story 
of the cruise, both magnificently illustrated. 
For friends who give serious thought to life 
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problems there are “Evolutionary Socialism,” 
an epoch making book in socialist literature 
by Edward Bernstein; “Human Equipment: 
Its Use and Abuse/’ in which Edward How¬ 
ard Griggs studies the right use of things, an 
especially important question in our money- 
mad society; and John Spargo’s books—“The 
Substance of Socialism” and “Karl Marx: 
His Life and Work.” J. Keir Hardie, one 
of the most powerful personalities in England 
to-day, leader of the labor party, has written 
a very remarkable book on “India: Impres¬ 
sions and Suggestions,” with good lessons for 
the United States now that we also govern 
alien races.

and narrative, giving in fullest sense the “local 
color” of the Imperial City, that great centre 
of art, religion and history, set off by 60 il¬ 
lustrations from water-colors and sepia draw¬ 
ings by the famous Japanese artist, Yoshio 
Markino, who also adds an essay; “Great 
English Painters,” by Francis Downman, is

The 
book is ideal as a Christmas gift “The Lilac 
Girl” is as dainty a volume as its title indi¬ 
cates, and, like all of Ralph Henry Barbour’s 
holiday romances, holds between its attrac¬ 
tive covers a story sure to win appreciation. 
The tale opens in the West, but moves to 
Connecticut, where the love story, begun 
through an unconventional meeting on a 
western train, grows to a climax. The name 
of Robert Hichens calls immediate attention 
to his new novel, “Bella Donna.” The book 
has the Egyptian setting of “The Garden of 
Allah,” but tells a story with a more human 
element—the contest between materialism and 
idealism in the lives of two vividly drawn 
characters. From an artistic point of view 
the author has done admirable work, painting 
his scene brilliantly and skilfully delineating 
his people. Grace Livingston Hill Lutz 
brings an old friend, Marcia Schuyler, into 
her new story, “Phoebe Deane.” It is a 
tender story, winning and refreshing, but 
filled too with dramatic scenes. “The Clue,” 
by Carolyn Wells, shows the versatility of 
that favorite author. Here she tells a stir¬ 
ring detective story wherein two brilliant 
minds are matched in an exciting struggle. 
“Bronson of the Rabble,” by Albert E. Han¬ 
cock, is a story of old Philadelphia between 
the years 1812 and 1828.

Lady Mary Wortley Montague, Lord Boling- 
broke, Beau Nash and the young London 
printer, our own Benjamin Franklin. Among 
these celebrities moves Veronica, a sweet and 
beautiful girl, who rides eagerly after the 
hounds and reigns as belle of the day in the 
old city of Bath. Lester Ralph illustrates the 
events of her delightful love story in colored 
pictures. A brilliant tale of love and in¬ 
trigue is offered by E. Phillips Oppenheim in 
“Jeanne of the Marshes,” a heroine unspoiled 
by adulation who wins the devotion of the 
hero, a man of birth and education, who lives 
an out-door life on his ancestral estate on the 
Norfolk coast of England. A . satisfactory 
climax is reached after complications of most 
exciting character, in which a subterranean 
tunnel leading to the sea plays an important 
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part. “The Castle by the Sea,” by H. B. 
Marriotl Watson, illustrated by Herman 
Pfeiffer, is a tale of love built around a fas¬ 
cinating old estate on the English coast, to 
which the hero comes with his books and his 
work to meet the heroine full of dreams of 
romance and in sunny holiday humor. “Pris¬ 
cilla of the Good Intent,” by Halliwell Sut¬ 
cliffe, is a tale of North Country life in Eng¬ 
land with a pleasure-loving hero influenced 
wholly for his good by Priscilla, who makes 
of him a self-reliant, manly man, while the 
author draws for us a procession of villagers 
of quaint character who give both humor and 
pathos to the story. Anne Warner, one of 
the most successful fiction writers of the day, 
has gathered a number of stories about chil¬ 
dren into a volume she calls “Your Child and 
Mine,” illustrated with original pictures 
showing the children the author of the “Susan 
Clegg”"stories describes with such sure and 
inimitable touch. A taste for biography may 
be satisfied with “Richard Jeffries: His Life 
and Work,” by Edward Thomas, who supplies 
a full critical study and 
much new information re¬ 
garding the poetic natur¬ 
alist; and “Napoleon’s 
Marshals,” by R. P. Dunn 
Pattison, who gives a bril¬ 
liant sketch of the. human 
material out of which Na¬ 
poleon evolved the leaders 
of his famous armies. A 
wonderful storehouse of 
knowledge is Jeremiah 
Curtin’s “A Journey in 
. Southern Siberia : . the 
Mongols, Their Religion 
and Their Myths,” which 
gives a remarkable picture 
of the home life and pecu¬ 
liar customs and beliefs of 
these few descendants of a 
people once the terror of 
two continents. Mr. Cur¬ 
tin has made fifty photo¬ 
graphs of these Buriats 
and their surroundings, 
who had never, before his 
coming, seen an American. 

If among your acquaint¬ 
ance is a dear friend using 
herself up with unrest and 
worry, give her Anna Pay- 
son Call’s “Nerves and 
Common Sense,” the com¬ 
panion volume to her em¬ 
inently practical “Power 
Through Repose.”

Longmans, Green & Company have books 
of true literary prominence on almost every 
subject, and from their fine list may be drawn 
gifts for the truly cultured of your acquaint¬ 
ance. In “Garibaldi and the Thousand” 
George Macaulay Trevelyan, has written the 
story of the great Italian patriot down to the 
taking of Palermo, and hopes in a future 
volume to carry on the history for the next 
six months which resulted in the making of 
Italy. “A Memoir of William Edward Hart- 
pole Lecky,” by his wife, gives a thoughtful 
study of the ways and means by which Lecky 
fitted himself to study the political history 
of the civilized world. A fine book of infor¬ 
mation, and in its manufacture a beautiful 
art book, is “The Natural History of British 
Game Birds,” by J. G. Millais, already noted 
for his “Mammals of Great Britain,” which 
shows eighteen colored plates executed by a 
new process, seventeen photogravures and 
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many other illustrations by the author and 
Archibald Thorburn, a work of which the 
sale is limited to 516 copies; “A Text-Book of 
the History of Architecture,” by A. D. F. 
Hamlin, now in its eighth edition, has been 
revised and entirely reset and is a^> interest¬ 
ing and authoritative as ever; “Mighty Hunt¬ 
ers,” by Ashmore Russan, giving an account 
of some of the adventures of Richard and 
Helen Carson in the forests and on the plains 
of the Chiapas in Mexico, with illustrations 
by Alfred Pearse, also makes a handsome art 
gift book, but the crowning triumph among 
the illustrated books is “The Cottage Homes 
of England,” drawn by Helen Allingham and 
described by Stewart Dick, with 64 full-page 
colored plates from pictures never before re¬ 
produced. The counties of Surrey, Sussex 
and Kent provide a wealth of subjects for the 
volume, and examples are also given of the 
beautiful homes of Cheshire, Devon and the 
Isle of Wight. Among the contents are 
chapters on the Evolution of the Cottage, the 
Great Building Time, Mud Cottages, Farm 
Houses, Inns and Old Gardens, and the hand¬ 
some book closes with a delightful chapter on 
the Charm of Village Life and the Cottage 
in Pictorial Art. Two very exceptional novels 


are “The Blindness of Dr. Gray, or, the Final 
Law,” by Very Rev. Canon P. A. Sheehan, 
author of “Luke Delmege,” “Parerga,” etc., 
who has here written another strong novel of 
clerical life; and “Cloister to Court,” by 
Frances M. Cotton-Walker, who gives scenes 
from the life of Charlotte of Bourbon, Abbess 
of Jouarre, Princess of Orange, in the form 
of a novel, introducing the domestic life of 
the convent, the escape of the Abbess, the 
Court life at Heidelberg, and many stirring 
episodes in the career of William the Silent.

Trinity College, Oxford, Ex¬ 
amining Chaplain to the 
Bishop of Exeter. Give a 
lawyer “International Law,” 
by T. Batz, of Cambridge 
University and of the Inner 
Temple, London; a student 
of present conditions “Es¬ 
says in Politics,” by An¬ 
drew Macphail, and look 
carefully over the Longman 
list before you finally de¬ 
cide on the books you are 
bestowing on your friends 
who read to know. 

Lothrop, Lee & Shepard 
Company are always identi¬ 
fied with literature for chil¬ 
dren, but they also have a 
few books this year that will 
be highly prized by older 
readers. George Cary Eg¬ 
gleston, always a name to 
conjure with, has written 
“Irene of the Mountains,” 
a romance of Old Virginia, 
telling of the political rival¬ 
ry for the governorship of 
that state, which leads the 
successful candidate to look 
for votes in the mountains 
of northwestern Virginia, 
where the heroine is found 
among the primitive people 
who inhabited this region, 
and is transplanted to the 
fashionable life of Richmond 
in the splendid period of the 
grandeur before the Civil 
War. Equally a picture of 
American life is Harold 
Morton Kramer’s “T h e 
Chrysalis,” beginning with 
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a Yale-Harvard football 
game and then taking its 
hero to the great North¬ 
west, with its mixture of 
races and its strong new- 
life, . and introducing a 
heroine who evolves a fine, 
manly man from the chrys¬ 
alis of possibilities in 
which he first comes under 
her remarkable influence.

Italy,” consisting of the 
second part of her stand¬ 
ard book on “Italy: Her 
People and Story,” newly 
revised by Italian editorial 
readers; “Steps Along the 
Way.” by Katharine S.

Cap¬ 
tain A. J. Kenealy furnishes a comprehensive 
handbook on “Boat Sailing in Fair Weather 
and Foul,” complete in every detail on the 
handling of small craft; “The Sport of Bird 
Study,” by Herbert K. Job, is as delightful a 
volume as has come from these successful 
publishers in many a long day; Charles F. 
Holder’s “Big Game at Sea” is a work of 
surprising experiences in deep-sea fishing; 
Frank Presbrey in “Motoring Abroad” tells 
how to tour in Europe, especially in Great 
Britain and Normandy, and gives valuable 
suggestions as to the transportation of one’s 
auto by ship and rail; and George F. Burba 
studies the feathered kingdom in “Our Bird 
Friends.” For friends devoted to fishing 
“Favorite Fish and Fishing,” by James A. 
Henshall, explains in enthusiastic manner how 
to catch black bass, the grayling, the trout 
and the tarpon, and describes the fishes that 
disport themselves in Florida waters; and

tient angler, and has many pictures by the 
author. A goodly list indeed. 

Oxford University Press, American 
Branch, realizes that nothing makes so ac¬ 
ceptable a Christmas gift as a handsome 
Bible or handsome Prayer-Book and Hymnal. 
The Oxford Teachers’ Bibles, with new and 
up-to-date Helps arranged under one alpha¬ 
bet, have already sold 3,000,000 copies, and 
they are known “from Greenland’s icy moun¬ 
tains to India’s coral strand.” This year 
there are eight new editions of Oxford black¬ 
face type Bibles to be had in various sizes of 
type; and the Scofield Reference Bible seems 
to be about the last word and editing. The 
Christian Nation says: “In this their newest 
edition of the Bible the Oxford University 
Press has rendered a distinct and unique ser¬ 
vice to mankind. They have preserved the 
old and proven and revered text of the Au¬ 
thorized Version, but have modernized it and 
made it priceless to students and scholars by 
a wholly new system of references.” Many 
people will always prefer the dear old, old 
text which even to the eye has the beloved 
paragraphs just as they used 
to look, and to those no 
amount of argument or ex¬ 
planation will ever make up 
for the Bible as mother read 
it to us. The Oxford edi¬ 
tions on fine white and on 
the Oxford India papers 
may be had from 50 cents 
up to the richest binding 
combinations; and the Ox¬ 
ford red rubric presentation 
sets are indeed things of 
beauty. The strength and 
beauty of the Oxford India 
paper is shown in “The Ox¬ 
ford Thackeray,” in twenty 
volumes, arranged and ed¬ 
ited by George Saintsbury, 
with 1750 illustrations, truly 
a beautiful edition, and on 
India paper in 17 volumes, a 
wonderful example of the 
bookmaker’s art. The il¬ 
lustrations include those 
which appeared in the first 
issues of the novels, essays, 
etc., as well as others gath¬ 
ered from various sources, 
including Thackeray’s 
sketch-books now in the 
British Museum, and draw¬ 
ings at Charterhouse School. 
Many of these illustrations 
will be quite unfamiliar. 
Special mention may be 
made of a series of por¬ 
traits of the author at va¬ 
rious ages, and of reproduc¬ 
tions of portions of his man¬ 
uscripts. Great care has 
been taken with the initials 
which were so characteristic 
of Thackeray, and add so 
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much to the reader’s enjoy¬ 
ment. There is also a new 
and complete “Oxford Dick¬ 
ens,” in 20 volumes, on white 
paper, and in 17 volumes on 
India paper, with all the fa¬ 
mous pictures by Cruik- 
shank, “Phiz,” etc. A won¬ 
derfully well-selected book 
of verse is “The Oxford 
Book of French Verse, xm 
Century to xix Century,” 
compiled by St. John Lucas 
and making a beautiful book 
on India paper, uniform 
with “The Oxford Book of 
English Verse.” It takes in 
from the “Belle Erembor” 
of the twelfth century to the 
“Sagesse” of Verlaine in the 
nineteenth century; and the 
New York Nation has called 
it “a stream of melody and 
grace, of gaulois humor, sly 
wit and pathetic revery 
wdiich may stand beside the 
anthologies from any lan¬ 
guage.” And then all the 
deep, scholarly literature 
from the Clarendon Press 
bears the Oxford imprint, 
and from its treasures many 
a learned friend, pastor and 
master may be made to re¬ 
joice.

Esther Singleton has added 
“The Art of the Belgium 
Galleries” to the Galleries 
of Europe Series , and we 
have given it full notice 
elsewhere. For the same se¬ 
ries was prepared “The Art 
of the Metropolitan Museum (New York),” 
by David C. Preyer, who did such fine work 
in the “Art of the Netherland Galleries” for 
that series. Mr. Preyer is a well-known 
connoisseur and writer on art subjects, and 
understands those details regarding painters 
and their work which people want to know 
by way of learning to appreciate. In recent 
years, the Metropolitan Museum of Art has 
added to its collection some of the greatest 
of the world’s art treasures, although the 
average American is much less familiar with 
the treasures of this museum than with those 
of the leading galleries of Europe. Mr. Prey- 
er’s book, accordingly, will be welcomed by 
a wide class of readers. Very competent is 
the hand that traced for us “The Inns and 
Taverns of Old London,” but Henry C. Shel¬ 
ley’s work has been fully described already. 
The announcement of a new book by Francis 
Miltoun, similar to his works on the Castles 
and Chateaux of Navarre and Touraine, deal¬ 
ing with the most celebrated “Castles and 
Chateaux of Old Burgundy and the Border 
Provinces” and Savoy, is sure to prove pleas¬

They know that he may be counted 
upon to furnish them not only with clear 
architectural descriptions and the picturesque 
associations of these romantic and historic 
shrines, but also with that personal comment, 
anecdote, literary reference and practical in¬ 
formation for which his books are noted.

Rob¬ 
ert Sloan Latimer’s "Liberty of Conscience 
Under Three Czars” depicts the struggle of 
the evangelical effort in Russia, 1856-1909, to 
which men, women and children have de¬ 
voted themselves and for which they have 
suffered much. A two-volume work by Otis 
Cary, "A History of Christianity in Japan,” 
gives a wonderfully clear and reliable account 
of the work of missionaries, Christian and 
Protestant, by one who has spent thirty years 
amidst the scenes he describes. In this epoch 
when our country is daily receiving hordes 
of people from the Old World books which 
throw light on the problem which confronts 
us when we try to deal with and assimilate 
this alien element are most welcome. Such 
a book is Edward A. Steiner’s "The Immi¬ 
grant Tide,” which tells of the "out-going 
tide,” the immigrants who return to their 
home countries and their influence there, and 
the "incoming tide,” which treats of the rela¬ 
tion of the various races to our institutions.

Gordon, a volume of frank personal talks 
touching upon the very foundations of Chris¬ 
tian life; this latter volume is uniform with 
the author’s “Quiet Talks on Power.” “Quiet 
Talks on Prayer,” and “Quiet Talks on Ser¬ 
vice.” William George Jordan, the author of 
“Self Control,” has a new volume of 
“straight from the shoulder” talks, “The 
Crown of Individuality,” which contains more 
of his invigorating essays showing what a 
man may make for himself out of life. Sun¬ 
day-school teachers will find Dr. Martha Tar- 
bell’s “Teachers’ Guide” of great assistance, 
written as it is from the standpoint of a 
scholar and a student of pedagogy. In this 
same field is “Bible Miniatures,” by Amos R. 
Wells, made up of one hundred and fifty 
scriptural character studies from the pen of 
the editor of the Christian Endeavor World. 
Novels are not neglected in this list, there 
being various delightful ones on it. A charm¬ 
ing story of Christmas Eve on board the 
Winnipeg west-bound express called “The 
Suitable Child,” is by Norman Duncan and 
illustrated by Elizabeth Shippen Green. The 
author of “Doctor Luke of the Labrador” 
here shows his power of character delinea¬ 
tion in the picture of the benevolent old gen¬ 
tleman who makes holiday cheer for a small 
fellow-passenger. Robert E. Knowles has 
been called the Ian Maclaren of Canada, and 
in his new book, “The Attic Guest,” he once 


more demonstrates his claim to the title. The 
story is told in the first person by a Southern 
lady who is introduced into Mr. Knowles’s 
famous parish in the North. W. J. Dawson, 
author of “A Prophet in Babylon,” has writ¬ 
ten a story of life, love, humor and adventure 
in “Masterman and Son,” his latest book, 
which tells of a son of high ideals and a father 
of questionable principles. Grown-up girls 
will find the tale “Introducing Corinna,” by 
Winifred Kirkland, full of piquant humor and 
the heroine a most fascinating character. 
Mrs. I. T. Thurston has taken up the further 
history of “The Bishop’s Shadow” in “The 
Big Brother of Sabin Street,” which tells of 
Theodore’s work among street boys. The 
Envelope Series of Idyll Booklets, Inner 
Light Series and Right Living Series are 
made up of delightfully attractive little vol¬ 
umes of a serious nature suitable for gifts. 

Saalfield Publishing Company do but 
little for the older readers, but what they pro¬ 
vide is always worthy of special mention. A 
fine religious novel is “Mary of Magdala,” by 
Plarriette Gunn Roberson, who supposes that 
Mary Magdalene was the retiring daughter 
of one of Jerusalem’s wealthiest men, and 
an all satisfying heroine.

Charles Scribner’s Sons’ piece de resist¬ 
ance this year, “Posson .Tone’ and Pere 
Raphael,” by George W. Cable, will be found 
fully described in our front pages. A new 
novel by Thomas Nelson Page is always 
hailed with delight, and this one, “John 
Marvel, Assistant,” which has been running 
serially in Scribner's Magazine, meets fully 
the. highest expectations. John Marvel, a 
clergyman, is a strong, helpful Christian, who 
devotes himself to the uplift of the poor and 
suffering in the Middle West town where 
the greater part of the story is enacted. 
Eleanor Leigh, the heroine, and a most win¬ 
some one, is the daughter of a railroad mag¬ 
nate. She is associated with a band of ideal- 


selves to those that need help. The story , is 
not sectional, neither has it a creed to ex¬ 
pound, but paints on a wide canvas many 
people going about their daib; affairs, present 
day social conditions unfolding naturally in 
the course of a dramatic tale. James Mont¬ 
gomery Flagg has made satisfying illustra¬ 
tions for the book. Travel, whether of the 
stay-at-home variety, or the actual taking of 
a journey, always holds a lure for mankind, 
and books on the subject are perennially wel¬ 
come gifts. Two books which cater to this 
taste most successfully are “Through the 
French Provinces,” by Ernest C. Peixotto, 
with illustrations by the author, which leads 
the reader through a number of out-of-the- 
way towns and chateaux in France that, while 
near the main line of travel, are little known 
to the tourist public and are full of fresh in¬ 
terest and picturesque material; and “The 
Gateway to the Sahara,” by Charles W. Fur¬ 
long. Tripoli is the least known of the Afri¬ 
can states on the Mediterranean, and is rare¬ 
ly visited, so that this volume, the first of the 
author’s long sojourn in the land, is of par¬ 
ticular and vivid interest. Life in oasis and 
desert as well as in coast towns passes before 
the reader, while the pictures from drawings 
and photographs by the author make the peo¬ 
ple and places described live before his 
eves. William H. Wright has spent nearly a 
quarter of a century hunting and studying 
from a naturalist’s point of view the grizzly 
bear. Adventures were numerous and thrill¬ 
ing during these years, and the data collected 
at first hand as to the history, habits and 
habitat of the great American Bruin have 
been gathered in a book 
called “The Grizzly 
Bear.” The illustrations 
are from photographs 
taken of the animal in 
the open. Girls and men 
at dances, dinners and 
teas, types that we meet 
in cars, parks and on the 
sidewalks, are the sub¬ 
jects in the book of 
drawings by James Mont¬ 
gomery Flagg, entitled 
“City People.” Humor, 
variety and sentiment 
combined with technical 
skill make this a charm¬ 
ing volume for a Christ¬ 
mas gift.

tury history—of the first significance—show¬ 
ing care and discretion and utilizing the latest 
light on the subject.” “Recollections of a 
Long Life” are edited by his daughter, Lady 
Dorchester, from the private diaries of John 
Cam Cobhouse, (Lord Broughton, the inti¬ 
mate friend of Byron,) and the two richly illus¬ 
trated volumes contain reminiscences of Lon¬ 
don society of their day, of Paris during the 
hundred days while Waterloo was being 
fought, and of other great European capitals; 
and “The First George: George i. and His 
Time in Hanover and England,” also in two 
brilliantly illustrated volumes, is by Lewis 
Melville, who presents a most thorough and 
exhaustive biography, he having had access to 
fresh sources of information and being al¬ 
ready a scholar on the period, as shown in his 
“Farmer George” and his “First Gentlemen 
of Europe.” In “Famous Women of Flor¬ 
ence” Edgcumbe Staley has written a fas¬ 
cinating book about these most fascinating 
women of the Renaissance, and full-page il¬ 
lustrations show their lasting charm; Henry 
C. Shelley still finds something new and in¬ 
teresting to tell of “Gilbert White and Sel- 
borne,” and photographs by the author supply 
the illustrations for his book on this quaint 
English village, its surrounding country and 
the famous parson and his classic book; “The 
Letters of Percy Bysshe Shelley,” in two vol¬ 
umes, collected and edited by the sure, ex¬ 
pert choice of Roger Ingpen, presents about 
450 letters, and with its forty-two portraits 
and illustrations is a rare contribution to 
Shelley literature: and a valuable addition to 


the Classics in Art Series is “George Rom¬ 
ney,” by Arthur B. Chamberlain, with 70 il¬ 
lustrations and a thoughtful study of Rom¬ 
ney’s place in the history of English painting. 
And how historians will gloat over “The Re¬ 
turn of the Bourbons, 1814-1815,” by Gilbert 
Stenger; “Chateaubriand and His Court of 
Women,” by Francis Gribble; “The Guilds 
and Companies of London,” by George Un¬ 
win; and “In Three Legations,” a brightly 
written account by Baroness de Bunsen, of 
life and events at the Prussian legations of 
Turin, Florence and the Hague from 1856 to 
1872, those eventful years in which figured 
the War between the States and the Franco- 
Prussian War, when all legations trembled. Of 
more miscellaneous character and most suit¬ 
able as gift-books are “The Birth of Modern 
Italy,” culled from the posthumous papers of 
Jessie White Mavio, giving the inner history 
of the liberation and unification of Italy and 
all it meant for the world of science and art; 
“Diversions in Sicily,” by Henry Festing 
Jones; “The Place of Animals in Human 
Thought,” by Countess Evelyn M. Cesaresco; 
and “The Arts Connected With Building,” 
lectures on craftsmanship and design deliv¬ 
ered at Carpenter’s Hall by highest authori¬ 
ties, edited by T. Raffles Davison and made 
invaluable by 98 explanatory illustrations. 

Small, Maynard & Company are fully 
abreast of the times, and many of their books 
appeal especially to fearless thinkers. The 
book of the hour is Lombroso’s “After Death 
What?: Spiritistic Phenomena and Their In¬ 
terpretation,” rendered into English by Will¬ 
iam Sloane Kennedy. The sudden death of 
the great alienist professor flashed from Eu¬ 
rope on the very day of publication of the 
book in which he for the first time investi¬ 
gates the problems of psychic phenomena 
candidly and exhaustively, gives a new 
thought with which to take up his book. We 
feel as we read that he already knows “After 
Death—What?” and his studies of telepathy, 
clairvoyance, auto-suggestion, mesmerism, 
premonition and all the other manifestations 
of spiritism seem to come to us by the words 
of a special interpreter. The famous medium, 
Eusapia Paladino, is also among us, which 
makes all Lombroso reveals of this celebrated 
medium of liveliest interest. Lombroso 
traced crime to mal-nutrition to what he 
traces the phenomena in which he now con¬ 
fesses irresistible belief will be read eagerly 
by the laity as well as the scientist, for the 
Italian professor writes with great literary 
skill. One of the most important philosoph¬ 
ical contributions in recent years—the first 
great reply to the “Pragmatic Philosophy” of 
William James—is “Anti-Pragmatism,” by Al¬ 
bert Schinz, professor of French literature at 
Bryn Mawr; “Wildwood Ways,” by Win- 
throp Packard,, is another volume by the 
author of' “Wild Pastures,” which Edwin 
Markham declares “holds the song and scent 
and sheen of the woods and fields and bogs 
and brooks, and gives a hundred confidences 
and intimacies of the wild ways of the shy 
wild folk: Albert Hale’s “Practical Guide to 
Latin America,” including Mexico, the West 
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Indies, Central ^America, South America, is 
by Dr. Albert Hale, who has made a guide¬ 
book telling the traveller just what he wants 
to know of the hemisphere to the south of us, 
which is attracting more and more of the at¬ 
tention of travellers and business men; M. D. 
Frazar has prepared a similar “Practical 
Guide to Great Britain and Ireland,” in two 
volumes, uniform with his excellent “Prac¬ 
tical European Guide;” and “Fifteen Years 
of My Life” tells the wonderful story of the 
struggle and achievements of Loie Fuller, the 
great American dancer, who, after many suc¬ 
cessful years in Europe, has returned to train 
the ballet at the Metropolitan Opera House, 
New York City, and at the new Boston Opera 
House. However, no matter what else the 
publishers provide, a good supply of novels 
must be available for the holidays, for all the 
world wants fiction, the literature of our time, 
•country and generation. In “Happy Haw¬ 
kins” Robert Alexander Wason gives us a 
quick-tempered, independent, loyal, lovable 
adventurous and philosophical cowboy of the 
plains. He tells his own story in his own 
way, and after a plan of his own. His knowl¬ 
edge of human nature, his simple-hearted de¬ 
votion to those whom he loves, 
his ability to get into trouble 
and out of it, his self-posses¬ 
sion in any society and yet his 
modesty through it all—these 
qualities and many more make 
him one of the most original 
characters, one of the knight- 
liest figures, in modern fiction. 

The humor and wisdom of the 
story, its pretty heroine and its 
descriptions of Texas, Nevada, 

California and Montana make 
it irresistible. Mrs. Plenry Du- 
deney’s “Trespass” is the ripe 
work of a woman who belongs 
in the front rank of modern 
English novelists. Her hero is 
the village innkeeper. He loves 
Tulia Wing, whose ideas of life 
are so influenced by two years 
in London that when she re¬ 
turns to her village home she 
is easily captivated by the bril¬ 
liant artist, Oliver Heron, who 
chances to meet her in the 
Priory garden, and runs away 
with him to London. Stephen 
follows and protects her in a 
most unexpected way, and the 
story moves to a conclusion that 
is wholly new and that is filled 
with the dramatic fibre of a 
true masterpiece. . In “The 
Shadow Between Plis Shoulder 
Blades” Joel Chandler Harris 
tells of Billy Sanders and his 
friend who rode out to join the 
Confederate army and General 
Forrest. They crossed the trail 
of a Union spy, who declared 
himself a loyal Southerner mas¬ 
querading in Federal uniform. 

This man’s sinister shadow 
•constantly crossed their path 


until the love story ended happily, the spy 
was captured and there is a dramatic climax 
ended a most interesting story. “The Chron¬ 
icles of Arcady,” by Florence Tinsley Cox, 
belongs to the class of stories about children, 
but written for grown-ups, of which “Emmy 
Lou” and “Rebecca” are such popular speci¬ 
mens, and its colored illustrations are very 
effective; “Marie of Arcady,” by F. H. Lan¬ 
caster, has its scene in the basin of a Missis¬ 
sippi bayou, remote from the world and the 
century, and it has been pronounced a find; 
and “Old Clinkers,” by Harvey J. O’Higgins, 
tells the story of Captain Higgins, chief of a 
New York fireboat. In the development of 
the story Keightley and his men fight some 
dangerous fires in a way that sets the nerves 
a-tingle. The reader realizes the fact that 
fire-fighters are men of heroic mold, sin¬ 
gularly free from self interest. Keightley 
explains that the reason the Fire Department 
is not so much subject to graft and wicked¬ 
ness as other departments in New York City 
is that “politics cannot put out a fire, and 
a fire has got to be put out or the vvhole 
damn town goes up. You can’t fool with a 
fire.”

Frederick A. Stokes Company have a pos¬ 
itively bewildering array of Christmas treas¬ 
ures, as a visit to your bookseller will con¬ 
vince you. Their series are always most at¬ 
tractive, and the additions to the Master¬ 
pieces in Color Series, The Painters' Series 
and Great Masters Series are all worthy of 
the high place already attained by former 
issues. A book by N. Hudson Moore. 
“Wedgwood and His Imitators,” the second 
of the Collector's Handbooks, will prove a 
valuable assistant to all interested in the sub¬ 
ject, giving as it does many illustrations of 
representative pieces of the ware, with much 
information concerning processes of manu¬ 
facture and exhaustive lists of artists em¬ 
ployed. James E. Caw has written the only 
comprehensive history of Scotch painting. 
The work is published by this house under 
the title “Scottish Painting, Past and Pres¬ 
ent,” and is bound and illustrated in the ex¬ 
cellent manner usual to this firm. A beauti¬ 
ful edition of Charles Reade's “The Cloister 
and the Hearth,” with pictures by Byam 
Shaw in color and black and white, will prove 
a welcome gift to all lovers of this classic. 
Written in the form of a journal giving in¬ 
teresting details as to customs, art and folk¬ 
lore of a wonderful section of Italy, is Anne 
Macdonell’s “In the Abruzzi,” which will 
bring back to many the delightful days of 
their travels. 'Cities in the United States 
often do not present themselves to people’s 
minds as being historically interesting. This 
is a mistake which those at least who receive 
the “Historical Guide to the City of New r 
York,” edited by. the City History Club of 
New York aiuj Compiled by Frank Bergen 
Kelley, will hfjye corrected when they read 


the text and study the rmuiy illustrations. 
Poetry has not been neglected on this list. 
Alfred Noyes’s splendid English epic of Eliz¬ 
abethan romantic sea-fighting, Drake, and 
Richard Le Gallienne’s translation into Eng¬ 
lish verse of Wagner’s “Tristan and Isolde’^ 
are both noteworthy and both have an at¬ 
tractive guise, the latter having full-page il¬ 
lustrations in color by George Alfred Will¬ 
iams. “Girls of To-day,” a book of pictures 
by Clarence F. Underwood, is a gift-book of 
much attractiveness. It is the first repre¬ 
sentative collection that has been made of 
Mr. Underwood’s work, and presents in color 
and black and white pictures of American- 
girls under many circumstances and condi¬ 
tions; the text consists of vers de socicte. 
Many new novels are found among the dain¬ 
ties offered, but only a few can we mention 
here. “The Flute of the Gods,” by Marah 
Ellis Ryan, is a powerful romance dealing 
with the American Indians of the desert and 
a band of Spanish explorers; the illustrations 
arc from photographs by Edward S. Curtis, 
the weli-known photographer of Indians. 
Robert Barr always has a dashing, alert style, 
and in “Cardillac,” a story of Louis xm/s 
reign, he well lives up to his previous reputa¬ 
tion. Beltina Von Hutten in “Beechy” tells 
the story of a little motherless girl in Rome, 
who becomes a great prima donna, with her 
usual charm. Still farther afield than Rome 
is the scene of Ethel Stefana’s “The Veil,” 
which has Tunis for a background, with 
Arabs, dancing girls, a Sicilian and a Mo¬ 
hammedan prophet, all taking prominent parts 
in the weaving of the tale. “Felicita.” by 
Christopher Hare, tells of life in mediaeval 
Sienna, and the sorrow and joy which come 
to the heroine when she was forced into con¬ 
tact with the unlovely customs of her age. 
Whimsical Gelctt Burgess tells in “Lady 
Mechante” a fanciful story which is a witty 
satire on the hypocrisies of life in four great 
cities—London, San Francisco, Boston and 
New York. The illustrations are by the 
author. 

Sturgts & Walton Co New York, have been 
fortunate indeed in securing a wonderful book 
of travel in William Edgar Geil’s “The Great 
Wall of China,” which contains above ioo 
full-page reproductions from photographs and 
makes a most imposing book of 400 pages. 
Dr. Geil has just returned from his journey 
from the Yellow Sea to Thibet, along the 
Great Wall of China, and he is supposed to 
he the first mar. to have traversed the whole 
length of China's ancient fortification, and 
now astounds the world by announcing that 
the Chinese have built not one great wall but 
a dozen great walls. He tells of a tribe of 
pigmies, mountain dwarfs, whose ancestors 
worked on the Great Wall of China 210 b.c., 
but who fled from the heavy labor to the 
forests and during the long ages since have 
become pigmies in size. A mine of informa¬ 
tion rests in this great book. Two superior 
-novels bear the Sturgis & Walton Co. imprint. 
“Rhoda of the Underground,” by Florence 
Finch Kelly, has its scene laid in Southern 
Ohio during the years immediately preceding- 
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the War of the States, of which the chief 
characters are a young plantation owner and 
slave holder and the daughter of an abolition¬ 
ist, who assists her father in helping slaves to 
escape by the underground railroad ; and “Dr. 

Rast,” by James Oppenheim, telling of a 
young physician and his wife, who go to the 
New York tenement district, where the doctor 
wdiile ministering to the bodies of the poor 
teaches them spiritual life lessons that bring 
laughter, light and unselfishness into their 
souls, and help them triumph over their en¬ 
vironment. The bi-centenary year of the 
birth of Samuel Johnson is fittingly marked 
by the issue of a lavishly illustrated edition, 
in two volumes, of Boswell's immortal “Life.” 
newly edited with notes by Roger Ingpen, 
who has also selected the illustrations care¬ 
fully from Reynolds, Gainsborough, Romney 
and the other great portrait painters of John¬ 
son’s day. A distinctive illustrated book is 
Tennyson’s “In Memoriam,” with pictures by 
Clara M. Burd, a sympathetic student of the 
poem and an artist of great merit, and the 
publishers are making an edition de luxe in 
black letter and decorative tinted borders 
that will be very choice. A “Court Series of 
French Memoirs” in ten volumes covers the 
period from the death of Louis xiv. to Napo¬ 
leon 1.. and the tw^o already issued are “The 
Royal Family in the Temple Prison,” giving 
the journal of the confinement by Clerv. valet 
to Louis xvi.; and “Recollections of Leonard.” 
hairdresser to Queen Marie-Antoinette, pri¬ 
vate information virtual¬ 
ly covering the entire 
reign of the unfortunate 
Louis xvi. Books that 
may be used for gifts of 
the season are “Stories 
from Old Chronicles,” 
edited by Kate Stephens, 
telling of Alfred the 
Great, Charlemagne.

In these 
clays of Emanuel Movement, Faith Healing, 
Mental Healing, Psycho-Therapeutics, Spir¬ 
itualism and Christian Science, which heals 
without acknowledging disease, there is an 
opening for any well-written book on the 
subjects that have set a whole world won¬ 
dering—from the scientist Lombroso and 
Miinsterberg to the “wash-lady” in our midst 
—and when a book comes of earnest in¬ 
tention and decided literary ability it is 
sure to make its way, for all the world is 
suffering from unrest and all the world is 
longing to have its sufferings healed and 
their causes explained in answer to its ever¬ 
lasting “Why.” Mrs. Carter is a Christian 
Scientist, but she is charitable in her presen¬ 
tations as she tries to point luke-warm re¬ 
ligious organizations back to the power of 
primitive Christianity. Under the guise of 
very good fiction she puts her purpose to 
win belief in the faith typified by the seamless 
robe before earnest and serious minded read¬ 
ers. She believes she has a message and she 
believes it to be divine. Your Christian Sci¬ 
ence friends will welcome this book, and even 
to those not yet in the fojd it must be of 
psychological and literary interest. “Under 
the Northern Lights,” by Mrs. J. Carlton 
Ward, is a story full of action laid in Alas¬ 
ka, full of descriptions of this land the author 
knows so well and with a love romance 
with which are interwoven the gorgeous 
Northern lights, a special feature of the lati¬ 
tudes in which Alaska lies; and a more ex- 
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hau stive study of the same regions is given in 
“Trailing and Camping in Alaska/’ a record 
of ten years’ exploration, by Addison M. 
Powell, who relates the experiences of a 
United States scout and trail-maker while 
prospecting for the immense copper depos¬ 
its of the Copper River district, an inter¬ 
esting account set off with many illustrations. 
For those who know the art work of Corot, a 
book devoted to his personal life, entitled 
“Corot and his Friends,” the work of Ev- 
erard Meynell, will prove of greatest interest, 
and its 29 illustrations are a treasure even 
without the excellent text. Christmas is the 
season of cheer and Morgan Shepard’s 
‘‘Wags; or, the Philosophy of a Peaceful 
Pup” will cheer the “bluest.” Wags is an 
animated china dog, who in rhythmic utter¬ 
ances philosophizes on peace, poise, patience 
and pleasant propriety and makes you under¬ 
stand “you might as well keep smiling, for 
most things worth the gettin’ are sure to 
ffnd the place, when you’re peaceful an’ a-set- 
tin’ with a smile upon your face.” Wags 
says so many helpful things that the publisher 
realizes how much the people need them and 
he has made a selection which he prints on 
pretty series of Cards and Leaflets printed 
in three colors of twelve of the verses of 
this wonderful Pup, which are just the thing 
to send to your friends as Christmas greet¬ 
ings. A pretty folder is “Open Up a Smile,” 
to be sent in bright red envelope; and “The 
Lucky Tree” is for children to send among 
themselves and is gotten up in colored enve¬ 
lope all ready for mailing.

Peloubet and Wells’s “Select Notes on the 
International Sunday School Lessons” has 
stood the test of thirty-six years’ constant 
use, and thousands of Sunday-school workers 
are practically dependent upon this volume. 
These notes are as full and complete as hu¬ 
man hands can make them, focussing the best 
and latest in scholarship and religious re¬ 
search, and they are wholly practical in 
method and arrangement.

Although the volumes are but 
3 x inches in size, the type is large and 
clear. A work of reference which will be of 
great value in any household is the “Inter¬ 
national Encyclopedia of Prose and Poetical 
Quotations,” by William S. Walsh, contain¬ 
ing a complete concordance, topical index 
and index of authors. Hurlbut’s “Story of 
the Bible,” illustrated with colored plates, is 
told for young and old in 168 separate stories, 
which form a continuous narrative of the 
Bible from Genesis to Revelations, giving a 
simple, succinct account, which will be in¬ 
valuable to any who wish to keep clearly in 
mind the story of the Bible as a whole. In¬ 
ternational Bibles are offered in every variety 
of type and binding, showing excellent work¬ 
manship. “The International Christian 
Worker’s Bible” is the result of careful 
study bv Rev. Jesse Lyman Hurlbut, D.D. 
Texts on the same subject are marked in the 
margin and in the index grouped together,

good illustrations and interesting text are 
“The Magic Map Book,” containing a map 
of Fairyland, and “Little Robin Hood,” with 
verses by May Byron. Other books of about 
the same price are “Poor Dear Dollies,” in 
which all kinds of dolls are shown in colored 
and black and white illustrations; “The Teddy 
Bear Book,” “The Half-Holiday Book” and 
“The Play Box,” all illustrated. “Tom 
Thumb’s Picture Book” and “Topsy Turvy 
Tales” are also delightful and novel juveniles. 
The Little Red Hen Series contains bright 
little stories cleverly and brilliantly illus¬ 
trated: “The Little Small Red Hen,” “The 
Princess in the Ragged Gown.”

E. Boyd Smith’s illustrations 
add much to the book, the Jimdandy Beast 
being particularly awesome with his wings, 
claws, tentacles and other strange appendages. 
G. M. Faulding has in his “Old Man’s Beard, 
and Other Tales” a charming group of whim¬ 
sical tales of elves and fairies which have 
stood the test of being told to children at the 
evening hour, when, as every child knows, 
wonderful things may happen, and sprites 
lurk just round the corner ready to come 
forth and whirl you off to fairyland in the 
twinkling of an eye. Mrs. Alicia Aspinwall 
has a never failing touch of humor in all her 
work, and her latest book, “Can You Be¬ 
lieve Me?” is no exception to the rule. Such 
characters as Prince Burster, oudt Larrfen, 
The Irrepressible Pie, The Worsted-Dog are 
met with in this book and are most delight¬ 
fully amusing companions. “When Mother 
Was a Little Girl” is a book of verses by Amy 


E. Blanchard, telling of the joys of childhood 
from babyhood to six years, the illustrations 
in color by Ida A. Waugh, are most success¬ 
ful and true to child nature. Mrs. Moles- 
worth never fails to fascinate her small read¬ 
ers, and “The February Boys,” her new book, 
is the story of very real children who do very 
real things. New editions of the classics are 
not wanting in this spread of delights. Dear 
Charles and Mary Lamb’s “Tales from 
Shakespeare,” with illustrations by Arthur 
Rackham, is a most sumptuous book, sure to 
bring joy to every one fortunate enough to 
receive it. “Gullivers Travels” is a never- 
failing storehouse of entertainment, and when 
the volume has numerous pictures in color 
and black and white by Mr. Rackham what 
child could ask more? Grandmother's Favor¬ 
ites is a series in which old favorites appear 
in new dresses. Five of these are now ready 
—“The Birthday Present,” by Maria Edge- 
worth; “The Fairchild Family,” by Mrs. 
Sherwood; “Margot and the Golden Fish,” 
by Mrs. Sherwood; “The Apple Pie, etc,” by 
various authors, and “Holiday House,” by 
Catherine Sinclair. For boys there are some 
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particularly interesting books. James Cooper 
Wheeler has written two books of the Puget 
Sound region, which deal with smugglers, a 
boy’s efforts to secure an education, and va¬ 
rious adventures which every youth will find 
thrilling. The titles are “Captain Pete of 
Puget Sound” and “Captain Pete of Cor- 
tesana.” “With Kit Carson in the Rockies,” 
the new book by Everett McNeil, tells of the 
wonderfully daring and adventurous lives 
led by the men who wrested the great West 
from the savage and the wild beast. The 
book is historically true to the life and times 
of the characters depicted. These are but a 
few of the.treasures offered by this publisher. 
There are many additions to popular series, 
such as the Told to the Children Series, The 
Children’s Heroes Series , Little Mother Se¬ 
ries and others, as well as books by authors 
new and old which will be found entirely 
satisfying. 


Dana Estes & Co. have ready a number 
of books for boys by popular authors. The 
eighth volume in the Minute Boys Series is 
“The Minute Boys of New York City,” by 
James Otis. It covers the time between the 
middle of May, 1775, and the return of Gov¬ 
ernor Tryon, in July of the same year, being 
chiefly concerned with the encampment of 
General Wooster at Harlem.

and Harry Rountree 
beautifies the book with 
some of his best pic¬ 
tures ; “The Magic 
Wand and What Henry 
Did with It” shows the same happy work of 
both author and artist, and Henry, who was 
just an ordinary boy, met with many extra¬ 
ordinary adventures; and once again the 
happy confreres meet and show a white mouse 
how to write its biography in “Peter Pink- 
Eye.” “The Buccaneers,” by E. Bonser, is a 
story of the Spanish Main, a thrilling tale of 
pirates, ghosts, red Indians and hidden treas¬ 
ures; and Helena Nyblom, the celebrated 
Swedish authoress, relates a sweet story of 
“The Little Girl Who Danced to Every 
Moon.” Little Red Fox,” by Mrs. Ernest 
Ames, speaks to the youngest listeners of the 
red fox. old Mrs. Owl, Mr. Squirrel, Miss 
Mouse, Mr. Rabbit and the Puppy, and makes 
the little ones friends with all these interest¬ 
ing visitors; and Sarah Gertrude Pomeroy 
describes “Christmas in Japan,” and adds an¬ 
other volume to the Christmas in Many Lands 
series.

Abounding in 
perils and escapes and full of the spirit of 
heroism, this book can supply all the thrill 
necessary to stir young blood. Yale, Prince¬ 
ton and other shrines of learning combined 
with athletics are represented in tales of stir¬ 
ring contests in “On the Gridiron and Other 
Stories of Outdoor Sport.” by Jesse Lynch 
Williams, T. Scofield, Jr..

tive portfolio, until they are cut out, with 
their extensive wardrobes, by the little girl 
who is so happy as to receive them on Christ¬ 
mas morning. This is a gift which is abso¬ 
lutely certain to please any small girl and give 
her endless hours of amusement. “Shovel- 
horns : the Biography of a Moose.” by Clar¬ 
ence Hawkes, gives an account of the life 
history of a moose from the time when he 
was a weak-kneed calf following his mother 
through the wood until he became a mighty 
monarch of the forest. He comes in touch 
with civilization when, for two years, he is 
held in captivity and carries the government 
mails. Irresistible illustrations characterize 
“Kitty Kat Kimmie,” in which Mrs. S. Louise 
Patteson tells about her own furry pots and 
the little adventures that befell them. The 
children will love to hear these true pussy 
stories. Emilia Elliott, author of “Joan of 
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Juniper Inn,” now takes her heroine into 
more prosperous surroundings, and gives, in 
“Joan’s Jolly Vacation,” a glowing picture of 
the visit of the whole merry family to a 
benevolent uncle. The girls who figured in 
“The Four Corners,” by Amy E. Blanchard, 
and its sequels, “The Four Corners in Cali¬ 
fornia” and “The Four Corners at School,” 
now have all sorts of exciting adventures in 
“The Four Corners Abroad.” Sightseeing is 
interwoven with just enough scrapes to make 
the journey lively. Hawthorne’s “The Won¬ 
der Book” and “Tanglewood Tales” are 
bound together, printed in two colors through¬ 
out, and very fully illustrated. The wide ap¬ 
peal for these books does not lessen. In 
“Historic Boyhoods” Rupert S. Holland 
treats of the boyhood of many famous men, 
including Washington, John Paul Jones, Rob¬ 
ert Fulton, Daniel Boone, Napoleon, Dickens, 
etc. 

The John Lane Company have many at¬ 
tractive things to offer in the way of chil¬ 
dren’s books. Not least among them are 
Walter Crane’s picture books, each contain¬ 
ing a group of three toy books bound in one 
volume. The special new volume is called “The 
Song of Sixpence Picture-Book,” and contains 
besides the title story “Princess Belle Etoile” 
and “The A B C of Old Friends.” Walter 
Crane’s work is always a delight to the little 


people, and to the big people, 
too, for that matter, and it is 
certain that this book will only 
increase his popularity. The 
same publisher is also bringing 
out special new editions of 
“Don 'Quixote of the Mancha,” 
Cervantes’ classic retold for 
children by Judge Parry and 
illustrated by Walter Crane; 
and “Wymps,” by Evelyn 
Sharp, a book about those queer 
little creatures, half elves, half 
brownies, whose mischief and 
pranks are the delight of chil¬ 
dren the world over. Besides 
these they offer “Alice in Won¬ 
derland,” Lewis Carroll’s be¬ 
loved classic, in a new dress 
and with numerous drawings 
and pictures in color. 

J. B. Lippincott Company 
have been encouraged to bring 
out an edition of George Mac¬ 
donald’s “At the Back of the 
North Wind,” corresponding to 
the previously published holi¬ 
day editions of “The Princess 
and the Goblin” and “The Prin¬ 
cess and Curdie.” This third 
fairy classic is also illustrated 
in color by Maria L. Kirk, and 
is made irresistible by the 
imagination, delicacy and 
sprightliness of her pictures. 
Uniform with this delightful 
book is “A Dog of Flanders,” 
which contains some of the 
best known and loved of 
Ouida’s stories—“The Nuremberg Stove,” 
“The Little Earl” and “In the Apple Coun¬ 
try,” besides that charming tale which gives 
the book its title, “Finn the Wolfhound,” an 
unusual story by A. J. Dawson, which will 
not soon be forgotten. The strong appeal of 
the magnificent wolfhound will meet response 
from all those who love the zeal and trustful¬ 
ness of dumb pets. It is refreshing to read 
a book for boys like William O. Stoddard, 
Jr.’s “Longshore Boys,” which has for its 
setting no remoter place than the Great South 
Bay of Long Island, and yet is filled with all 
the detail and excitement which win instant 
appreciation, showing that wildly impossible 
adventures are not the qnly palatable tales 
for live boys of to-day. “The Key of the 
Unknown” is one of Rosa N. Carey’s re¬ 
freshing stories for girls, full of attractive 
girl characters and lively incident. “Betty 
Vivian,” by Laura T. Meade, is the story of 
one young girl’s life and character, and con¬ 
tains the finest characterization the author 
has ever done. The heroine is a bonnie lass 
from Scotland who is transplanted with her 
two sisters into a prim but beautifully man¬ 
aged English school. Betty, wild and daring, 
but very affectionate and full of imagination, 
makes both friends and enemies. She suffers 
sorely, confesses bravely, and in the end con¬ 
quers. “Muriel,” by Mary Baldwin, should be 
on the reading list of all girls and boys who 
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desire to form their standards in accordance 
with what is excellent in literature. A cer¬ 
tain happy spontaneity, combined with a thor¬ 
ough knowledge of her little world, has al¬ 
ways made Miss Baldwin’s school stories 
popular. The author, C. Gasquoine Hartley, 
writes in a very pleasing and cultured style 
“Stories from the Greek Legends,” versions 
of the ancient tales, a knowledge of which is 
essential to the understanding of continual 
allusion in our literature, as well as delight¬ 
ful for its own sake. Not only young stu¬ 
dents will be glad of this book, but older 
readers may agreeably renew acquaintance 
with classic story—with Apollo and Daphne 
and Prometheus, with Perseus and Andro¬ 
meda.

“Boys and Girls 
of Seventy-Seven,” by Mary P. w ells Smith, 
is the fourth volume in the Old Deerfield 
Series, and contains enough action, patriotism 
and history to make it interesting and valu¬ 
able to any boy. “Janet at Odds” tells how 
one of Anna Chapin Ray’s favorite characters 
of the Sidney Books conducts a boarding¬ 


house for her friends during a summer in 
Quebec. A light-hearted, energetic story of 
boarding-school life is Etta Anthony Baker’s 
“The Girls of Fairmount.” A particularly 
valuable book is written by Charles A. East¬ 
man. a full-blooded Sioux, and Elaine Good- 
ale Eastman. The graceful, simple Indian 
myths told at first hand make “Wigwam 
Evenings” unusually charming as a hearth- 
side volume, and useful as a school book.

The Macmillan Company publish a new 
book by Rev. Alfred J. Church, whose 
“ZEneid for Boys and Girls,” “Iliad for Boys 
and Girls” and “Odyssey for Boys and Girls” 
have met with hearty commendation. The 
title of the new volume is “The Fairy Queen 
and Pier Knights; Stories Retold from Ed¬ 
mund, Spenser,” and the retelling has brought 
out the great riches concealed in that store¬ 
house of beauty and romance. The adapta¬ 
tion of the beautiful poem has been executed 
with the skill that characterized the former 
works of this kind by Mr. Church, and eight 
full-page illustrations in color enhance the 
charm of the book.
